SPREOKELS ON THE SITUATION. 


He Would Favor a Hawaiian Republic 
if He Could Find the Right Man. 


San Francisco, May 3.—The steamer 
Australia arrived from Honolulu this 
morning, bringing advices to April 26. A 
factor not new, but more than ever im- 
portant, has made its appearance in 
Hawaiian politics by the arrival of Claus 
Spreckels, the sugar king, on April 18. 
Spreckels’s influence in the islands is very 
great. His opinion on the question of an- 
nexation’ versus restoration has been eager- 
ly sought. He has been charged with hav- 
ing conspired to bring about the revolu- 
tion on Jan. 17 last in the interests of the 
sugar planters. Questioned as to whether 
he favored a republic, Mr. Spreckels said: 
“] have come down to investigate. 
While I have a link or two in the chain, 
my plan is not vet definitely outlined. The 
labor question is the all-important one and 
constitutes my only objection .to annexa- 
tion. Planters must have cheap labor, and 
this necessarily must be Asiatic labor. 
Whites could not and‘Kanakas will not 
work in cornfields. 

‘The monarchy cannot be restored. IfI 
could find aman of ability whom I could 
trust, I would favor a republic. The thing 
1s to tindaman. Give the United States a 
place at Pearl Harbor in fee simple. That 
is all they want. They could keep their 


ships there and protect us if we could not 
take care of ourselves.” 

Mr. Spreckels’s influence in one respect 
has begun to operate, for it is stated on 
good authority that Parker and Neuman, 
in addition to Spreckels himeelf, have in- 
formed the ex-Queen that the monarchy is 
dead beyond resurrection. She is — 
as having said: ‘‘ Whatever the result ma 
be, I will not utter a murmur. | have ad- 
vised my people to remain quiet.” Spreck- 
els is known to be conferring with a num- 
ber of sugar planters, but to what end has 
not been ascertained. 
The war cloud that appeared on the 
horizon at the time of the refusal of the 
Captain of the Japanese cruiser Naniwa to 
return an escaped murderer to the pro- 
visional Government was disseminated 
April 20, when the fugitive was sent ashore 
from the vessel. ’ 
Many annexation and anti-annexation 
meetings are being held in the islands. 
Paul Neuman, who was among the passen- 
gers, says that he came over merely on pri- 
yate business. The British cruiser Hya- 
cinthe has arrived at Hovolulu from 
Esquimalt. The United States steamer 
Adams, which is expected at Honolulu to 
relieve the Mohican, had not arrived up to 
the time the Australia sailed. 

A proposition is said to have been made 
to the provisional Government to give the 
ex-Queen an annual pension of $25,000. 
The project is being kept very secret. 
Commissioner Blount is supposed to have 
some cognizance of the matter, as he had 
held several close conferences with the Gov- 
ernment and the ex-Queen. 

A. B. Lebenstein, a surveyor of Hilo, gave 
Commissioner Blount much important in- 
formation recently. The former subse- 
quentl stated that he had studied the 
Commissioner very closely, and had reached 
the conclusion that while Mr. Blount was 
conducting his inyestigation with rand im- 
partiality as to facts, he was personally not 
averse to annexation. 

The women’s branch of the Hawaiian 
Patriotic League has adopted a memorial 
to Commissioner Blount requesting the 
restoration of Lihuokalani. 

By whom and in what manner the poison, 
if it was such, was administered to the 
seventy men at the barracks on April 11 
continues to be a mystery. It is being 
probed by Marshal Hitchcock, who is also 
still searching for the missing jewels of 
Kalakaua’s crown. 

United States Minister Stevens expects 
to return home the latter part of this 
month.

DISOWNED HIS SON IN OOURT. 


Young Carley Angers His Father by Mar- 
rying a Sixteen-Year-Old Girl. 





“Henceforth you are no son of mine. Go 
your own way, and do you never darken 
my door again. I never wish to see you 
again.” 

These words Michael E. Carley, a@ re- 
tired liquor dealer of 506 West Fifty- 
seventh Street, shouted to his son William 
in the Yorkville Police Court yesterday. 
It is said that William has given his 
parents much trouble. He is sixteen years 
old, He used to let himself down from his 
bedroom window at night after his parents 
had retired. 

On April 4 he was married to Miss Lizzie 
Hogan, sixteen years old, of 469 West Fif- 
ty-seventh Street, by the Rev. Mr. Kenyon 
of the United Presbyterian Church, at 
Eighth Avenue and One Hundred and 
Eighteenth Street. They look to be eight- 
een years old, and represented them- 
selves to be of lawful age to marry. 

When Mr. Carley learned of his son’s 
marriage he tried to have him sent to the 
Catholic Protectory, but the management 
of that institution declined to receive him 
because of his marriage. Yesterday Jus- 
tice Meade of the Yorkville Police Court 
declined to commit the boy ee because 
he had married, but he consented to enter- 
taiv a charge of larceny. ; 

Mr. Carley charged his son with obtain- 
ing S16 from a friend of his on April 15 by 
falsely representing that he had been sent 
for the money. Before the court Clerk had 
finished making -~ the papers Mr. Car- 
ley’s friends persuaded him to withdraw 
the charge. Then followed the disowning 
scene. 

Young Carley will live at the home of 
the bride’s mother, Mrs. Hogan, who is a 
daughter of Owen Ward, a wealthy Tam- 
many Hall politician. 


THOMAS RIKER KILLS HIMSELF. 


Once a Well-known Republican—Despond- 
ent Over Lack of Work. 





Thomas Riker, who was forty-nine years 
old, killed himself with a pistol lastevening 
at his home, 132 Allen Street. He was a Re- 
publican and a member of the eld John J. 
O’Brien Association and the John A. Logan 
Association, and was once subpoena server 
in the District Attorney’s office. Early this 
year he lost a laborer’s position in the Cus- 
tom House, and he, his wife, and their four 
children were supported by his mother-in- 
law. 

Recently he became very despondent be- 
cause of failure to obtain employment. 
Just before he killed himself he asked hie 
wife, who was nursing their youngest 
child, to go with him into the front rooin, 
but she suspected that he was notin his 
right mind and that he meant to harm her 
and she declined.

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LEWISTON RESERVOIR GONE 


MANY TOWNS FLOODED BY THE 
RUSH OF WATERS. 





People Fled in Terror from Their Homes to 
Escape the Flood as it Passed Down the 
Valley—No Lives Known to Be Lost, 
but the Damage to Property Is Great— 
The Reservoir Held 12,000 Acres of 
Water—Ohio Rivers Out of Their Banks 
with Great Kesultant Damage. 


Ursana, Ohio, May 3.—The greatest 
calamity that ever came to the people in 
Logan and Hardin Counties was that of 
last night, when the Lewiston reservoir 
broke and turned an immense flood of 
water upon the residents along its course. 

The break was in the northeast corner of 
the reservoir, where a waste way 620 feet 
in length is situated. A break 200 feet 
wide occurred, and the water came rush- 
ing down in a flood ten feet deep and three 
miles wide, completely submerging the 
country around, and carrying everything 
in its way. 

The big covered bridge, 150 feet in 
length, was swung completely round, and 
then torn loose and swept away. In the 
course of the flood stood the houses of Jack 
Smith and William Devault, and a large 
number of tenement houses and squatters 
and bachelors’ homes. All of these are sub- 
merged, though fortunately everybody 
managed to escape from the danger. 

People fled in terror from their homes, 
while the swift and rising flood came on 
down the valley, taking everything be- 
fore it. 

The first town along the course of the 
flood is Port Jefferson, where the dam 
throws the water into the Miami Canal. A 
portion of the town is very low and it was 
badly flooded. Quincy, Logansville, De 
Graif, Piqua, Troy, and Dayton are also in 
the course of the flood. 

The artificial bank of the reservoir is five 
miles around, and most of the way fully 
twenty feet above the land, and the bottom 
of the reservoir itself is at least ten feet 
above the immediate country below. The 
water ayeraged ten feet deep over the 
whole reservoir, so some idea can be had of 
the great volume that came rushing down 
on the country below. 

The Lewiston reseryoir is situated five 
miles northeast of Huntsville, Logan 
County, and contains 12,000 acres of 
water. Hundreds of families left their 
homes and fled out of the reach of the com- 


ing torrent. So far no loss of life has been 
reported, but when the floods subside it 
will likely be revealed that more than one 
unfortunate pérished. 

_ The damage to propects in Logan Count 
is estimated at $50,000. Many farmers will 
lose everything but their land, and they 
will be financially rained. 


TOLEDO, Ohio, May 3.—At Defiance, in- 
stead of the Auglaize River beginning to 
recede this morning, as was expected, it 
continued to come up steadily, though 
quite slowly, and to-night is a foot 
higher than yesterday’s mark. In the 
lower portion of East Defiance the water 


has reached the top of the fences, and 
many lots are completely inundated. Nu- 
merous buildings and sheds are flooded. 
Many families have been compelled to seek 
refuge in the higher portions of the city. 

At Fremont the Sandusky River has 
overflowed its banks to such an extent as 
to cause outbuildings and board sidewalks 
to float down the stream, and several 
honses nearest the river are in great danger 
of being swept away. Many families liv- 
ing along the river were driven from their 
homes by the water, which is rising at the 
rate of thirteen inches an hour. 

Reports from the City of Laffin indicate 
that the recent rains have swelled the 
waters of the Sandusky River to a point 
they have -net reached in ten years. 
The Mechanicsburg addition is inundated. 
At least 100 houses are surrounded, and 
some of them are filled with water 
to the lower windows. More than fift 
families have abandoned their homes, et | 
others are now being helped out in boats. 
The water has risen at the rate of three 
inches an hour to-day. 

ln Champaign Connty two Ohio South- 
ern Railroad bridges have been washed 
away. The officials of the road report 
heavy damages all along the line 
by floods. All trains out of Spring- 
field were late in consequence 
of the floods. The preliminary work of 
the extension ot the Ohio Southern to 
Lima has beep damaged to the extent of 
thousands of dollars. The finished grad- 
ing along Chapman’s Creek, near Cremont, 
is almost all ruined, and will have to be 
done over again. 

Germantown reports thousands of dol- 
lars damage to crops and buildings. Nearly 
all the —- bridges on Mad River have 
been swept away, and thousands upon 
thousands of acres have been submerged. 
Live stock has been drowned. Advices 
from Coshocton are that the Walhonding 
and Tuscarawas Rivers are both out 
of their banks, and are still rising, 
while the Muskingum is a_ vast 
expanse of water, reaching from hill to hill, 
and inundating all the low lands. The 
crops of the bottoms are destroyed and the 
lower portion of the town is flooded, many 
of the inhabitants being compelled to 
abandon their homes. : 

Trains have not been run on the Toledo, 
Walhonding Valley and Ohio Railroad 
since Tuesday peng 

The latest advices from Springfield are 
that wvearly 300 houses are inundated, 
and the water is still) rising. Thurs- 
day will be a day of sadness and 
desolation in many hundreds of Ohio 
homes. At Zanesville 200 families have 
left their homes, in the lower part 
of the ye many being taken out in boats. 
All the bottom lands in the valley are 
covered from two to ten feet deep, and 
Dwyncan’s Falls, Gaysport, Taylorsville, 
and Eagleport are partially under water. 

The Government works are badly dam- 
aged in several places and the long tow 
_ is partially gone, the river and canal 

owing together. All the factories along 
the river are closed down, with basements 
and first stories under water. 


DAMAGE REPORTED IN ARKANSAS, 


Litr_e Rock, Ark., May 3.—Reports re- 
ceived from Saline County to-day say that 
all farms in Perkins Township are over- 
flowed and crops are ruined. All of the 


Perkins place but 100 acres is under wa- 
ter. e ng place is covered, with 
water and the dainage will be considerable. 

Back water is fast coming up in the 
vicinity of Woodson. Parts of the Adams 
avd Johnson plantations are inundated. 
The water is within a foot of the bank at 
Brisson place and is pouring into fields 
along the river as far west as Conway, 
doing much damage to cotton crops.

WILLIAM PURCELL OONVIOTED. 


He Was Found Guilty of Manslaughter in 
the First Degree. 


William Purcell, the wealthy saloon 
keeper and politician, was last night found 
guilty, in the Court of Oyer and Terminer, 
before Judge Ingraham, of manslaughter 
in the first degree, for shooting John T, 
Farrell on Jan. 1 last. 

Under this verdict Purcell may get 
twenty years in State prison. In view of 
the evidence put in by both sides, it came 
very much in the nature of a surprise. The 
defense, it was first stated, would claim 
that Farrell’s shooting was purely acci- 
dental; that Purcell did not even know him, 
and that he had merely intended to frighten 
the roughs who had invaded his saloon by 
firing a shot into the air. 

Yesterday, however, Purcell denied hav- 
ing fired the fatal shot. He swore that he 
had returned to his apartments when he 
heard the explosion. This was in tliat con- 
tradiction of all the ascertained facts. 

In the course of the day’s proceedings a 
number of witnesses of the highest probity 
testified to the peaceful disposition and 


general good character of the defend- 
ant. The list included the _ Rev. 
Father Daniel C. Cunnion, Capt. Hugh 
Coleman of the Sixty-ninth Regi- 
ment, Major Edward Duity, Police Ser- 

eants Quigle and Kelly of the East 
Twenty-second Street Station, M. Moran, 
a carpet dealer; Lewis Johnson, a lawyer; 
William Harris, a former policeman; Pat- 
rick Skelly, a brewer; Thomas McGuire of 
152 West Fifty-eighth Street, Edward 
Willis, a carriage manufacturer, ot East 
Twenty-first Street, and Edward Carroll, a 
coal dealer. 

At the morning session Commissioner of 
Accounts Wahle, one of the lawyers of the 
accused, testified to the circumstances of 
Purcell’s surrender to the police author- 
ities. The prisoner then took the stand in 
his own behalf. 

John C. Robinson, a lawyer and notary 
of 11 Pine Street, identitied an affidavit 
signed by Thomas W. Callanan, the chief 
witness for the people, who had sworn that 
he saw Purcell tire the shot, Callanan de- 

osed that he was over forty feet away 

rom thesaloon at the time of the shooting 
and that he hadn’t seen it at all. 

Thomas Walsh, a clerk in the County 
Clerk’s office and a Tammany district Cap- 
tain in the Assembly district where Pur- 
cell’s saloon is situated, stated that Calla- 
nan had threatened to ‘send Purcell to the 
chair” if he didn’t: do the right thing by 
him, Callanan. 

Callanan, when recalled to explain the 
discrepancy in his statement, said that 
after the shooting Walsh had threatened 
to make trouble for him if he did not tes- 
tify in favor of Purcell. He therefore 
made the affidavit and Walsh got him the 
place which he now holds in the Street- 
Cleaning Department, as adriver of anash 
cart. Patrick Rice, another driver in the 
Street-Cleaning Department, also made an 
affidavit in favor of Purcell, which was in 
Ag contradiction to his testimony at the 
trial. 

o ex-Judge Curtis Rice admitted that a 
‘*man named Gallagher, from the District 
Attorney’s oftice, had bought him a suit of 
clothes.” 

The case was closed at 5 o’clock, and 
went to the jury shortly before 8 o’clock. 
The jurymen required nearly three hours 
to reach their verdict, which was received 
with composure by Purcell An appeal 
will be taken. 


OYCLONE IN NORTH OAROLINA. 


Houses and Barns Destroyed and People 
Injured at Several Places. 


RALEIGH, N. C., May 3.—At 4 o’clock this 
afternoon the citizens of Oxford, a town 
about forty miles from this city on the Ox- 
ford and Clarksville Railroad, observed a 
heavy black cloud approaching from the 
southwest. The weather has been wet and 
blustery for three days. The cloud became 
blacker and denser, and just before 5 
o’clock a roar was heard and all at once 


wind, rain, and’hail dashed over the town. 

The wind was terriffic. Housts were 
blown down, trees were torn up oy the 
roots, and the hailstones were much larger 
than usual and covered the ground to a 
depth of four inches and broke almost all 
the window panesin the town. The rain 
fellin sheets and torrents, so that the dark- 
ness was complete. The terrible rush of 
wind did not last longer than fifteen min- 
utes, but the rain and hail continued for a 
much longer period. 

It was soon ascertained that great dam- 
age to property had been done, and people 
who ventured out into the streets found 
themselves in total darkness, surrounded 
by the débris of houses, trees, fences, tele- 
graph poles, and tin from the housetops. 
About 6 o’clock the rain and hail ceased, 
and there was ariftin the clouds, and the 
disaster could be seen. 

The storm had swept from southwest 
to vortheast across the town, leaving a 
mark about 400 yards wide. In this space 
the frame houses had suttered most. 
number were blown down and the timbers 
blown away. ‘The brick houses were un- 
roofed. 

A number of people are known to have 
been injured, one colored man fatally.

INDUSTRIALS WERE HARD HIT 





A GREAT DAY FOR THE BEARS 
IN WALL STREET. 





NATIONAL CORDAGE OFF FIFTEEN POINTS. 





Chicago Gas Shares Suffered Almost as 
Great a Loss. 





ONE FAILURE AND MANY RUMORS. 





Excitement in Plenty on the Stock Ex- 
change—Stories Circulated About Banks 
Met by Denials—Many Loans Called— 
Forced Liquidation in Several Secur- 
ities—Railroad Shares Which Declined 
Under the Day’s Influences — Leading 


Financiers Endeavor to Allay the Alarm. 


Not since 1884 had the stock market had 
such a break in prices as occurred yester- 
day, and few days in its history were more 
exciting. In the industrial shares particu- 
larly there was a smashing of values al- 
most without precedent. 

Railroad stocks sufiered in sympathy, but 
they were steady compared with the indus- 
triais. Losses of 2 or 3 points in quota- 
tions hardly counted, when National Cor- 
dage and its mates were off from three to 
five times as much, Cordage heading the 
list with a decline of 15 points. In the in- 
dustrials the general nervousness almost 
amounted to a panic. 

Throughout Wall Street excitement ran 
high. On the Stock Exchange were en- 
acted all the scenes characteristic of a day 
when the bottom appeared to have dropped 
out of half the market, while the Street 
was full of rumors of losses of big operat- 
ors, a Wholesale wiping out of small fry, 
failures of brokerage firms, and trouble for 
banks. : 

Asamatter of fact, but one suspension 
was announced on the Exchange—and in 
that case the operator was not prominent— 
but the gossips had tales to tell of embar- 
rassments for two or three big houses and 
of serious difficulties for two banks. 

Not until the close of business without 
further failures did the rumors decrease 
and other reports that the banks in ques- 
tion were all right begin to circulate. 

A feature of the market was that it was 
at its worst in the last half hour. That 
was after the announcement on the Ex- 
change that Albert H. Wheeler had sus- 
pended, and after the early doleful rumors 
had served to frighten all the timid spec- 
ulators into a rush to sell. 

Frem -the~—-beginning there had been a 
general weakness, but the close of the day 
saw the wildest slumps and the greatest 
excitement. News of the single failure 
simply served to take the last signs of 
strength from the slight support the indus- 
trials had received. 

Mr. Wheeler was best known asa room 
trader. Inability to take 300 shares of 
Reading led to his suspension. The stocks 
were closed out for his account under the 
rules, and it was said that his business was 
pretty thoroughly settled. 

Mr. Wheeler joined the Exchange on 
May 4, 1882. For some time he was a 
member of the firm of Wheeler, Keator & 
Hays, but recently he has been acting in- 
denendently. He has an office at 80 Broad- 
way. His failure is the first since the 


Stock Exchange Clearing House was estab- 
Hshed. 

In the last thirty minutes the brokers on 
the fioor of the Exchange found the quota- 
tionson the board of little use. Figures 
posted at one moment were vaineless the 
next. In the industrials which were re- 
ceiving the most punishment prices 
were Gropeins a —— at a time. The 
crowds trading in them were made up of 
shouting men, who struggled about the 
floor like football players in a scrimmage. 

Cordage easily led the procession of 
drooping industrials. Before the company 
increased its common issue the stock sold 
as high as 150, and it was at 147 when the 
“split” came and the old number of shares 
was doubled. 

That was early this year, and on Feb. 
9, not long after the expausion process, the 
new stock touched75, not a high quotation 
for a 6 per cent, security, but one it could 
not hold. There was plenty of activity in 
Cordage. but the tendency was all down 
bill, until on April 26 the stock sold at 6112. 

Its lowest point yesterday was 354,—a 
loss of 26 points in a week. 

Cordage closed on Tuesday afternoon at 
50. The issue of $2,500,000 preferred 
stock of the company authorized by the 
Directers last Saturday had helped the 
bears to putit there. When trading began 
yesterday morning the market was weak 
and Cordage was quoted at 49%. It was 
then at its highest price for the day. When 
the great slump carried it down to 35, it 
just missed being 15 points below its last 
price on Saturday. A slight reaction car- 
ried the stock to 37 at the close. The pre- 
ferred dropped from 98 to 831y, but little 
was done in it. 

Forced liquidation, sales by insiders, and 
reports that dividends would be suspended 
for the rest ofthe year figured in the 
stories told to account for themovement in 
Cordage which was wiping out almost a 
third ofthe stock’s value, Officers of the 
company denied the second and third 
statements. 

**We had heard these stories,” said Ap- 
pleton Sturgis, “‘and we can say that they 
are unfounded. Moreover, I want to say 
emphatically that dividends will continue 
to be paid. We have cash on hand avaii- 
able to pay all dividends for therest of the 

year. ‘ 
: The slump in the shares was attributed 
by the officers to a raid—and a very unsuc- 
cessful one—upon the stock. 

Chicago Gas fared almost as badly as 
Cordage, for at one time it declined over 12 
points froin its last price on Tuesday. 
Sugar Trust, otherwise the American Sugar 
Refining Company, was once 8 points down 
from Tnesday’s close. Western Union 
similarly showed a loss of 64g points, Gen- 
eral Electric another of 35, and American 
Tobacco one of 3 points. How these stocks 
fared is shown in this tabulation:

It has dribbled in 
with mixed lots of collaterals, and bankers 
have really been unable to keep it out 
But1do not think that any bank has be- 
come so deeply entangled in the speculative 
market as to be crippled.

If the short interest shall 
be covered up it is possible that a rally 
may be brought about in those stocks that 
have been most severely punished thus 
far. Unless Wall Street is to have a new 
rule of experience, these severe and sudden 
drops are entitled to bring sharp reactions. 
No property has been destroyed, business 
is still going on, and all the money of the 
country is still here.”

There is a strong desire on the part of 
the friends of the Philadelphia and Read- 
ing property to get it out of the hands of 
the receivers and place President Harris 
in sole control.

LONDON BROKERS ON PARADE 





THEY MADE A DEMONSTRATION 
AGAINST HOME RULE. 


Eight Hundred Members of the Stock Ex- 
change Marched in Procession, Singing 
“Rule, Britannia,” and Wearing Union 
Jacks—Much 
Hooting Greeted Them—A Big Meeting 
of Unionists at the Gnuildhall—A Plat- 
form Collapsed, but Nobedy was Hurt. 


Cheering and Occasional 


Lonpon, May 3.—The city was the scone to- 
day of an upusual demonstration. Eight hun- 
dred brokers, headed by leaders bearing 
union jack flags and wearing union jacks of 
paper in their hats in token of their devotion to 
the cause of union and thoir opposition to Irish 
home rule, marched in procession from the 
Btook Exchange to a Unionist meeting at the 
Guildhall. They sang “ Rule, Britannia,” and 
cheered loudly for the union, for Lord Salis- 
bury, and other Unionist leaders. A crowd as- 
sembled, evidently not in sympathy with the 
brokers, and lent variety to the cheers by ocoa- 
sional hoots. 

The Guildhall was thronged with Unionists 
As Lord Mayor Knoill, the Right Hon. Joseph 
Chamberlain, and other prominent men were 
entering, part of the platform collapsed and 
scores of people fell, but none was seriously in- 
jured. 

Mr. Chamberlain delivered an address in 
which he reiterated his prophecies of financial 
ruin as the outcome of Irish home rule. Mr. 
Chamberiain was constantly cheered by his au- 


ditora woe be rehearsed threadbare argu- 
ments in opposition to Irish home rule. He 
redicted that Irish demands on the Imperial 


’arliament would be unending, especially when. 


Great Britain should be involved in war. He 
declared also that, notwithstanding the protests 
of the Irish Nationalists, a co-ordinate execn- 
tive in Ireland must ultimately follow as the re- 
sult of home rule. 


MR, COUDERT’S ARGUMENTS. 


An Address Which Pleases the Bering 


Sea Arbitrators. 


Paris, May 3.—Atthe meeting of the Bering 
Bea Tribunal of Arbitration to-day F. R, Cou- 
dert of counsel for the United States gave an 
outline of the arguments which he proposed to 
offer in support of Mr. Carter. The defense of 
the sealing industry in Boring Sea by the 
United States was, Mr. Coudert declared, im- 
perative, and an attack; on the sealing 
industry was an attackon the United Btates. 
The United States raised the seals at the Pribi- 
lof Islands in the same sense that Australia 
raised sheep, and it was impossible that the 
nurture and culture of the seals at the Pribilof 
Islands could exist in common with pelagic 
sealing. 

The seals at the Pribilof Islands, continued 
Mr. Coudert, were absolute property, just as 
cattle andsheep were absolute property. 

Bir Charles Russell of counsel for Great 
Britain here interposed with the remark, 
“ Certainly not.” 

Mr. Coudert admitted that proof as to owner- 
ship was impossible. Some propositions were 
self-evident although they could not be demon- 
strated by proof. However, when the seals 
were at the islands, they could be branded 
and their ears clipped. The British Commis- 
sioners recognized that the seals were American 
property when they said that the guard was in- 
efficient to protect the seals from raiders. In 
that statement the right of the United States to 
protect the seals within a certain limit was rec- 
ognized, and it was absurd to say that the 
United States was unable to protect the seals 
outside of the limit. 

Seale, Mr. Coudert argued, were not fere 
nature. The British argument was not helped 
by that Latin term. Mr. Qoudert went on to 
desoribe seallife. The seal was not a marine 
animal. It went to sea ouly to seek ite food, 
It possessed the animum revertendi, aud the 
title to the seal as absolute property was unde- 
niable. The United States did not interfere 
with the freedom of the seals, which existed for 
peaceful purposes, andit was mot wrongdoing 
on the part of the United States to promote, 
— ofimpeding, the culture of these ani- 
mals. 

Mr. Coudert emphasized the assertion that 
the failure of Great Britain and the United 
States to come to an agreement as to Bering 
Sea was due to the intervention of Canada. He 
compared pelagic sealing to the attack of Don 
Quixote upon a flock of sheep, and dilated at 
length upon the methods of palagicsealing, and 
especially the destruction done with the shot- 
gun. 

However, centinued Mr. Coudert, the seal 
often revenged himself upon the sealer by drop- 
ping in the water and sinking like a shot, nature 
thus punishing the offender by taking advan- 
tage of the specitic gravity of the seal. 

Touching the Sealers’ Union, which insisted 
upon having a certain number of seal hunters 
who were unskilled, Mr. Coudert said that euch 
hunters killed or wounded many seals which 
were lost. The Union's motto, “ Liberty, Equal- 
ity, Fraternity,’’ was the true one. It gave lib- 
erty to unskilled mon to enter the business, 
equality in practicing, and fraternity in destroy- 
ing useful animals, 

Mr. Coudert stated nothing new in the way of 
facts, but he presented the oase in a novel anda 
refiuedly-humorous manner, which entranced 
and amused the tribunal and the great throng 
of visitors, 


LADY SOMERSET RE-ELECTED. 


A Bolt from the British Women’s Temper- 


ance Association. 


LONDON, May 3.—The British Women’s Tem 
perance Association sat in convention from. 10 
o’clock this morning until 11 o’clook to-night 
There were 455 delegates present. 

Miss Frances E. Willard, the head of the 
American Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union, was invited toa seat on the platform. 
Mrs. Ellen H. Foster, the American temperance 
advecate, whose reported intention to appear at 


the convention has caused much excitement 
here, was not present, but it was stated that 
she was on the way from America. 

The day's proceedings were enlivened by a 
number of speeches, in which bitter personal 
Temarke were indulged in. In the ballot for 
President awed Somerset was re-elected. by a 
majority of 69. The minority thereupon left 
the convention in indignation, declaring that 
the introduetion of politics into the association's 
work would split the organization and ruin the 
temperance cause.

HANOVER, N. H., May 3.—The dedication exer- 
cises of the Mary Hitchcock Memorial Hospital, 
the gift of the Hon. Hiram Hitchcock of New- 
York to the Dartmouth Medical College, took 
place in the college chureh this afternoon. The 
report of the Committee on Construction and 
Organization was read by Dr. Edward Cowles.

FLOWER SHOWS ATTRACTIONS 


PLANTS OF ODD NAME AND FORM 
AND MANY OLD FRIENDS. 





The Exhibition Visited by Persons Who 
Call Orchids “ Funny Little Beggars” and 


by Genuine Flower Lovers—Flowering 


Plants and Plants Arranged for Effect 
the Peature Yesterday—Spring Bulbs To- 
day—To-morrow Is to be the Children’s 
Day—Prizes Awarded. 


A very tall young gentleman, wearing @ very’ 
long blue oyercoat, which fell sheer down many 
feet in straight folds, and very Jong brown hair, 
whioh fell inaocurly cataract almost to his 
eloping shoulders, fitted a monocle into his left 
eye yesterday afternoon at the Spring tlower 
show and curved his spine over a big bowl of 
cut orchids from Mr. W. 8. Kimball’s conserva- 
tories. With an expression of agonized interest 
he contemplated the curious cups of the cypri- 
pedia and the long, graselike filaments streaked 
with varied colors, which fell, like long side 
whiskers, beside the globular flower, and said in 
an intense whisper toa pretty young woman 
with brilliant dark eyes, who stood by his side: 
“Haw! What funny little beggars they aro, 
eh?” 

To which his companion replied: 
fully.” 

Then this patrician pair, and others like them, 
wandered off through the paths which wind 
among the many beds of the big flower garden, 
whose chiefest charm, as many persons say, is 
that a great many of tho flowers displayed are 
of the lovely kind which grow wild in the coun- 
try, and whose blossoms, cultivated to a high 
standard of development, are, after all, the old 
friends which are at homein the grass of the 
roadsideorupon the open lawn under house 
windows. 

The dreary rain and wind probably kept 
many athome who would otherwise have wan- 
dered into the Garden, but throughout the 
whole afternoon and evening hundreds of per- 
sons who love flowers for their own sake 
strolled about the floor or satin the boxes and 
talked over Mr. Cutting’s rhododendrons, Mrs. 
Petera’s tuberous begonias, Mr. Wright's big dis- 
play of outlandish oalceelarias, and the fine 
work done by some of the leading florists in 


“Oh, aw- 


“rookery work,” producing most charming 
effects often with the simplest of wild flowers. 

One of the moat striking of these big masses 
ia the bed of hardy flowering plants at the ex- 
tremé eastern end of the hall. This bed covers 
250 square feet of space and is oval in shape. 


It includes scarcely a plant or flower which is 
not to be seen somewhere in the comrse of a 
day’s ramble in the woods, though one would 
probably have a long walk before finding so 
many different representative ager 3 grouped 
into a single'beautiful mass. The whole bed is 
surrounded with littie pots of the spray-like 
Spiria Japonica. 
ear this big bed is the fine mass of erotons, 

which are brilliant foliage plants, shown by the 
ardener of Mr. B. Colgate of Yonkers, which 
ook a first premium. These plants are found 
in their highest perfection in Brazil and in 
Dutch and British Guiana, where ithey attain 
enormous size. The centre of the bed is held by 
a big tub of the Croton Queen Victoria, whose 
big leaves are streak with red and yellow 
upon the gon background. The queerest of 
the lot is the Croton interruptum, whose m 
of leaves, except forthe brilliant coloring, looks 
like a Gargantuan “portion” of potatees fried 
& la Julienne. The leaves are very long and 
narrow, and are twisted and interlaced exactly 
like a heap of crisp little fried potatoes. The 
colors are vivid reds and yellows, streaking the 
glossy green of the leaves. 

The point about this variety which is of spe- 
cial interest to botanists, and from which it 
takes its specific name, is the fact that a leaf 
will frequently get discouraged midway down 
its extent and drop back into a mere stem, and, 
after running along in that form foran ineh or 
two, take heart again and become a leaf once 
more. This interesting attribute of the croton 
seems to argue a higher rae of brains 
and sense of personal responsibility in this va- 
riety than in the others. 

J. M. Keller of Bay Ridge won a prize of $200 

for the best arrangement for effect of 250 
square feet of ferns and palms. This big bed, 
whieh is placed just east of the centre of the 
floor, has some macnificent exampies of the. 
dracena, with its long pliant leaves of a deep 
magenta color and almost transparent. Here 
also are the spiky acrostioum ferns, with their 
stiff, glossy leaves curled and crinkled into the 
most fantastic shapes. Another curious plant 
in this collection is the maranta, a epecies of 
small caladium, which has ne flowers buta 
geometricel growth of leaves of dull green with 
tworows of brown spots upon them. Each 
leaf generally shows eight spots, gach about as 
big as a ten-cent piece. The effect is that ofa 
lot of sombre moth-wings heaped in a pot. 

Then there are masses Of maidenhair fern, in 
its countless varieties, a gorgeous leafed plant. 
of the pineapple tribe, and plenty of the long, 
curving lances of the white-eyed spear grasa. 
The highest point of this big bed is about fifteen 
feet from the floor. 

These big beds of ferns and foliage plants were 
surrounded by rapturous botanists and less eru- 
dite admirers all the afternoon, and when, atone 
time, the crowd thinned out perceptibly, they 
became favorite rallying places for a group of 
romping children, whose nurses had brought 

hem to play among the flowers. They played 
hite-andacsk for a while, and then developed a 
knowledge of that fine old American game called 

‘““squat-tag,” wherein the child who is “It” 
must tag the others while running, and where 
“It's”? tough can be nullified by the simpie and 
expeditious process of squatting suddenly when 
danger comes too near. The ohildren romped 
and played until some of the attendants began 
to fearthey would tumble head first into the 
spiny jungle of ferns, and they were gently 
sed away. 

“was sereene stopped to admire the fine 
single calla plant having more than thirty blos- 
soms, which stands over on the orchestra side 
of the hall, and the group of pots of azalea mol- 
lis were another centre of interest. This 
variety of azalea has smaller blooms than the 
others, and the petals are serrated. The colors 
are aoft yellows and dull reds, shading together 
with beautiful eifeot. They are shown to ad- 
vantage near the central booth, fringed with 
little pots of feathery asparagus. 

Mr. and Mrs. Hicks Arnold were among those 
who divided their admiration between the 
azaleas and some of the rarer ferns, and F. T. 
Underhill, Mrs. Burke-Roche, Mrs. Wharton,

NEW AND FAST STEAM YACHTS. 


The Still Alarm to be Launched To-Day— 
Dimensions of the Little Anemone. 


Thesteam yacht that has beer styled the Still 
Alarm, on account of the mystery that has ensh~oud- 
ed her building, is actually approaching completion, 
She is at Wood's yard at City Island) This boat was 
designed by Gardner & Mosher for Mr. 0. W. 
Coggeswell. Sheis intended to beat the Vamoose 
and Norwood. Work was commenced on her in the 
Fall of 1891. The hull was soon made, but there 
were long dolays in getting the engine setup. The 
boat has been covered ap on the beachin front of 
Wood's shop for several months. She will be 
launched to-day, and then her boilers will be put in. 
After that she will be hauled out again and have her 
engines pat in. 

The boat is 78 feet in length, 9 feet 6 inches beam, 
and draws about 8 feet. The hull is built of mahog- 
any, polished bright. She is modeled very much like 
the Norwood, her stem being straight and sharp, and 
her stern being flat, to prevent her squatung, She 
fas much more acoommodation than the Norwood, 
and will be useful for cruising as well as for speed- 
ing. Aft of the engine room is asaioon 12 feet in 
length and extending the full width of the boat. It 
is to be furnished with a handsome sideboard, set- 
tees, and lockers. Aft of the saloon on the port side 
isa lavatory, and on the starboard side is a large 
clothes press. In the forecastie there are &mple ac- 
commodations for five men. There is a good-sized 
pilot house and a roomy cockpit. 

The engines are the most interesting part of this 
boat. Itis expeoted that they will drive the boat 
through the water at about thirty miles an hour. 
They were built by Lysander Wrightoft Newarkand 
are of the quadruple compound type. The cylinders 
are setina straight line and aré supported over an 
elliptical base of wrought iron by means of slender 
steel vertical pillars, each pair of which are braced 
with straining rods in the form of an X split down 
through the point of crossing and provided witha 
sorew by which the braces can be strained until all 
reenne & obviated. ‘he cylinders are 99, 134, 1%, 
and ches in diameter and the stroke 10 inches. 
They are jacketed with sheet brass. 

In constructing the engine, lightness has been the 
chief consideration, combined with strength. Itis 
said to weigh less than 3,600 pounds, All the work- 
ing pores have been reduced w the smallest practi- 
cable dimensions, or else relieved of superfiuous 
metal hy centre boring. The rock 6 ve one- 
inch holes through them. The pistonand connecting 
rods are hollow, and the big crank shaft has been 
bored out. This shaft now weighs 414 pounds, and it 
wae turned out of a solid steel forging that ——_ 
ly weighed 2,012 pounds. It took six months to 
make this shaft. The engine ocoupies fourteen 
equare feet of tioor space. 18 is of 600 horse power, 
and will make between and 600 revolutions a 
minute. The boiler is of the Mosher Nt ps 
tabular one, and will stand a pressure 2 ou 
the square iuch, It ie expected that this t will 
be ready for her trial trip by Juno 15.

Following are the 
principal dimensions: Length, 43 feet; beam, 8 
feet Ginches; depth, 4 feet; aught, 2 feet. The 
hullis built of the best material throughout. The 
keel is of white oak, also frames and fivor timbers.

‘planking is of selected white cedar, copper fastened 


and riveted to timbers throughont. The sister 
keelsons, running full length of boat on either side, 
(inside,) are of yellow pine, these carrying the main 
weight of the boiler and engines. The decks are of 
white pine, laid in narrow strips. 

The interior is finished in ash and oak, with lock- 
ers under all the seats, and jockers under forward 
deck. There ig &@ collision balkhead at the bow, and 
there are bulkheadg fore and aft of the machinery. 

The hull is painted white outside to the water line, 
below water line a copper composition paint is used. 
There is also a gold stripe around the hull below the 
guard molding. Ail the upper works and inside of 
the boat are varnished the natural color of the wood. 

The machinery consists; cf two fore-and-aft com- 

ound engines, with feed and air pumps connected. 

he boiler is of the safety water tube type. In 
addition to the feed pump on engines, two auxiliary 
duplex steam pumpe are supplie The engine room 
floor is of sheet steel and the coal bunkers are also 
of sheet steel. The model of the boat is very neat, 
and in designing, great care has n taken to have 
it seaworthy and comfortable, with good roomy 
cockpit and cabin. She has a good sheer forward 
and fooks well. The stero is square. She is expect- 
ed to steam twelve miles per hour. 

The saloon is aft, 12 feet long, fitted with 

lass windows arranged to raise orlower. The bulk- 

ead for ward of saloon is fitted witha sliding glass 
door. In the after part of saloon, with a petition 
separating from saloon proper, a toilet room is ar- 
ranged. ‘There is an entrance to the saloon from the 
after deck by door and sliding companionway. The 
front part of the forward cookpit at the;steering wheel 
ia inclosed with plate-glase windows for storm use, 
which extend to the tirst stanchion supporting the 
roof.

WARDEN DURSTON AT SING SING, 


Will. Look About Before Saying What He 
Proposes to Do. 


S1nG SING, May 3.—Warden Charles F. Dur 
‘sten arrived here this evening and at once took 
charge of the prison. Ex-Warden Brown was 
not on hand, having gone away Monday. After 
the Warden had looked at his mail, a NeW- YORK 
TIMES reporter asked him if he had anything 
to say as to the course he intended to pursue. 

He replied that he had been too busy at Aw 
burn for the past few days to think the matter 
over. Regarding the prison itself, however, he 
would say that he did not believe in remodeling 
the old institution, nor in wasting any money 
onit. It was worn ont and outofdate. The 
cells were only holes and not what they 
should be. 

The Warden was decidedly averse, he said, to 
having more men in his charge than there were 
cells for. In other words, he was opposed to, 


the “ doubling-up” process of putting two mez 
in one little cell to spend a whole day like Sun- 
day or a holiday. 

As to industries, Mr. Durston spoke in glows 
ing terms of those that he had so nicely in 
operation at Auburn, and mentioned particu- 
larly the wood carving, chair caning, marble 
cutting, enameling, brass founding, pearl button 
making, and horse-car tne rm He hoped, he 
sald, to have the industries in Sing Sing Prison 
s000 in as good condition as those 2t Auburn, 
— they “were entirely differeat in char- 
acter. 

He realized that he had a big business on his 
hands, but was not at alldaunted. He said he 
would have to make acareful tour about the 
premises and examine the mode of carrying on 
the industry before he could cive any statements 
worth anything. He would make a | opaewnrs f 
survey of his new surroundiugs in the morning. 

The Warden hinted that he disapproved of em- 
ploying too many hands upon any one industry. 

6 thought that 200 were as many as any in- 
dustry should have. 

His aim at Auburn had been, he said; to inter- 
est the men, and make them begin at the begin- 
ning and work their way up by degrees to high 
places. Thus the men had ambition to achieve 
suceess, and many prisoners who had entered 
the prison knowing no trade by which they 
could have honorably and honestly carned liv- 
ings outside, had departed mechanics, each with 
good knowledge of some useful industry, and 
were above the necessity of resorting to crime 
to keep themselves comfortable. 

Mr. Durston had nothing to say as to changes 
in the personnel of his subordinates, and it is 
not anticipated that many changes will be made 
right away, except thatsemeef Warden Brown's 
Newburg contingent may be removed from 
pease which are quite useless and may as well 

© done away with. These particular positions 
have been called “creative positions,” a term 
which signifies that places have been made for 
the men and not that the men have been engaged 
for the places. 

When the new Warden entered the prison, he 
was cordialiy welcomed by Acting Warden Con- 
naughton, who has had charge of the institution 
since Monday. They had a few minutes’ con- 
versation, and then the Warden was left alone. 

The Warden was accompanied from Aubura 
by his wife and little boy, Harry.

It is doubtless not fair to judge of the ar- 
guments of the counsel before the Bering 
Sea Arbitration Commission by the meagre 
summary transmitted by cable, but it seems 
strange to see Mr. Covprrr reported as 
pushing the argument for the right to pro- 
tect seals so far as to claim absolute prop- 
erty in the animals, however far they may 
wander. The purport of his argument 
seems to be that the Government of the 
United States is engaged in the industry 
of seal raising on the Pribilof Islands, in 
“the nurture and culture of the seal,” and 
has an absolute ownership in the herds, 
They are not fera natur@ any longer, but 
live upon the islands as the property of the 
United States and go foraging in the seas 
for food animo revertendi. This gives us 
the right to protect them from destruction 
when wandering, and apparently to as- 
sume that all seals wandering in Bering 
Sea belong to our herd. The extreme to 
which this argument is pushed is so gro- 
tesque that it seems hardly possible that 
it should have been gravely urged by Mr. 
CouDERT. 


There is something a little puzzling in 
Mayor GiLroy’s objection to the bill in the 
Governor’s hands relating to the expenses 
of the Dock Department, and his claim 
that it was changed by the substitution of 
the Board of Estimate and Apportionment 
for the Sinking Fund Commission as the 
authority which shall approve the ex- 
penditures of the department. The bill, as

Tke gunboat Machias is now getting 
ready to earn her share of the speed premi- 
ums which haye of late years been show- 
ered so beneficently upon the builders of 
American war vessels. And, judging from 
her preliminary trial on the,Kennebec, this 
first product of the Bath Iron Works for 
the- new navy will surpass her contract re- 
quirements. Her guaranteed speed is 14 
knots per‘hour, which in these days is 
nota difficult mark to beat, even on her 
displacement and with her limitations 
She has a length on load line of 190 feet, 
an treme breadth of 32, and a mean 
draught of 12, giving her a displacement 
of 1,050 tons, and her twin-screw vertical 
triple-expansion engines are expected to 
develop a maximum of 1,600 indicated 
horse power. She and her sister ship, the 
Castine, also*building at Bath, will prove 
useful little craft for station serv- 
ice, and inexpensive to maintain, as they 
have been to build, while the batteries of 
eight four-inch rapid-fire guns carried by 
each are enough for routine purposes.

FRE AAI ORE! 
The rescues from drowning upon the 
North River within the last few days have 
been very humiliating to this municipality. 
The humiliation consists not merely or 
mainly in the fact that the rescues have 
been for the most part effected by British 
man-of-war’s men, since they happened to 
be the nearest, and their prompt courage, 


‘highly creditable to themselves, was not 


discreditable to anybody else. The real 
humiliation is that in every instance the 
persons exposed to mortal peril were so ex- 
posed by incompetent boatmen. Unfort- 
unately there is no legal way of assuring 
the competency of a man who offers to 
carry passengers upon the water. The un- 
usual attraction to visitors offered by the 
war ships has had the effect of exciting the 
cupidity of everybody who could get pos- 
session.of a boat, which he did not know 
howto handle. These hackmen of the deep 
have been as greedy and extortionate as 
they have been incapable, and whoever has 
intrusted himself to them has been in danger 
of surrendering both his money and his life. 
While we have no legal means of prevent- 
ingan incapable waterman from offering 
to carry passengers, we have a harbor police 
boat. The best place for that vessel at 
present is the North River, and she might 
do much by making arrests in extreme cases 
toward suppressing an outrageous and 
dangerous practice.

THE DEBTORS AND CREDITORS OF 
THE WEST. 

It would be well if some of our Repre- 
sentatives and Senators could discover— 
whatis a fact—that the farmers of the 
Weat are no longer a debtor class. For 
many years now legislation on eurrency 
and finance has been shaped to meet what 
were supposed to be the views or interests 
of a vast Western agricultural population 
struggling with an overheavy burden of 
debt. It has been assumed that these peo- 
ple had borrowed money when its purchas- 
ing power was less and the interest on it 
was higher thanit is now; that with de- 
clining prices for the staple farm prod- 
ucts they round it difficult or impossible to 
meet their interest payments, and atill 
more so to make payments on the principal 
of their mortgages. It has been assumed, 
further, that the great body of these loans 
Bastern capital. Thence 
\nferred that the farmers of the 
ight to have “ cheap’ 
money, I would not mind if 
the Eastern goldbugs suffered from being 
paid in such money. The Bland dollar, 
with its accompanying certificate, coined 
from 80 cents’ or 75 cents’ worth of silver, 
and the Treasury note of 1890, represent- 
ing a steadily depreciating metal, were in- 
vented in large part to meet the supposed 
requirements of the debtor class of the 
West. Unquestionably there was at one 
time such a class, and its desires, if not its 
real interests, were directed to cheap 
money. There is no longer such a class, 
certainly none made up of Western farm- 
ers, and if this fact can be grasped by our 
legislators, there will be some chance of 
currency reform. That chance will be 
made still better when it is understood 
that the farmers of the West are, as a class, 
sellers and lenders, and not borrowers, and 
that no money is too good for them. 

Mr. EDWARD ATKINSON, in an interview 
which we publish this morning, gives his 
high authority for facts that fully sustain 
the above statement. These facts are de- 
rived, first, from his own careful and skill- 
ful inquiries; second, from the investiga- 
tion of the Commissioner of Labor Statistics 
of Michigan; third, from the investigations 
made for the last consus by Messrs. Hotmges 
of Washington and Lorp of Illinois, “two 
of the most thoroughly-competent men of 
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complete or substantially so, cover the 
States of Ohio, Illinois, Michigan, Kansas, 
Nebraska, 'owa, and Montana, and a region 
stretched from the Ohio to the headwaters 
of the Missouri and embracing communi-~ 
ties of almost every variety, from those 
long and thickly settled to those whose 
people regard themselves still as pioncers. 
Here is the general result in Mr. ATKIN™ 
SON’S Own words: 

“More than one-half of tho Western farms 
are free of any mortgage of any kind. Less 
than one-half are subject to mortgage. The 
amount of the mortgages, taken as a whole, is 
less than one-half of the value of the mort- 
gaged.land. Half the money loaned on mort- 
gages has been lent by citizens of the same 
Btate in which the mortgaged farms are. The 
indebtedness on mortgages of Western farmers 
to Eastern capitalists, or others who do not 
dwell in the same States, is loss than 124, per 
cent. of the true value of the farm lands in the 
States named.” 


This is a most significant and encourag- 
ing statement. It shows that farming in 
the West as a business and farmers as bus- 
iness men are in a generally sound condi- 
tion. Ifit could be said of any general 
manufacturing industry, for instance, that 
more than one-half of the establishments in 
it were free from interest-hearing debt, and 
that the debt of the remainder was less 
than one-half of the market value of the 
plant, so that the net debt of the industry, 
representing borrowed capital, was less 
than 25 per cent., was, probably, not more 
than 20 per cent. of the true{value of tho 
invested capital, would any ono think of 
regarding those engaged in the industry as 
constituting a debtor class? ‘The farmers 
must be considered as business men. They 
have fougitt their way sturdily and pa- 
tiently and successfully to that position. 
As business men they have no interests 
different from those of other business men. 
They have also the same rights, and they 
are likely to maintain them with firmness 
and persistency and that steady pressure 
which a continuing material interest gives 
to the sentiment and opinion of a body of 
voters. 

Another fact comes out in these investi- 
gations, -It is that “the average life of 
the Western farm mortgage is less than 
five years, and that scarcely any are in 
existence that have not been}negotiated at 
the lessening rates of interest of the last 
five years.” Now the essential condition of 
lowering interest is perfect stability in the 
currency. Every farmer who hopes to 
lessen his interest payments, either by 
reducing his indebtedness or-getting better 
terms, is, therefore, directly interested in 
a stable currency. From this time on not 
only will the influence of the farmers be 
withdrawn from legislation for “ cheap” 
money, but it will be stronger and stronger 
for the best money that they, as sellers 
and lenders, can possibly get. 








“FLIERS” AND THE FAIR. 

The proposition of the New-York Central 
to run a series of flying trains to the 
World’s Fair has been hailed with satisfac- 
tion by all New-Yorkers. It appears that 
the Central people have been so much en- 
couraged by the success of the existing 
“flier” between New-York and Chicago, the 
well-known “ Limited,” that they have de- 
termined to put on other and further 
fliers” forthe period of the fair. Curious 
to say, the other trunk lines object to this 
flier. Their representatives allege that it 
will not pay. They allege, furthermore, 
that the limited expresses already run do 
not pay. The question at once arises, why, 
then, they should object. If an esteemed 
contemporary and competitor embarks 
upon a losing enterprise, there seems to be 
in that fact a reason why his rivals should 
cheer him on. Certainly;there is no reason 
why they should endeavor to check him in 
his mad career, lest he may lose his own 
money or that of his stockholders. 

Nevertheless, this is the ground that has 
been taken at a meeting of railroad Presi- 
dents by the representatives of the other 
roads. They say that there is no money in 
the proposed ‘‘flier,” and for that reason 
they object to the running of a flier by 
the Central They have all been of 
the opinion that the importunity of 
crowds of passengers was deranging 
and objectionable, and that the less 
special travel there was to Chicago the 
less they would be annoyed. Accordingly, 
they have declined to make any conces- 
sions of special rates, except a trivial con- 
cession of one-fifth on very slow trains. 
For one of them to run very fast trains at 
regular rates, or nearly so, they somehow 
regard as a grievance to the others, even 
while they demonstrate that it will be in- 
jurious to the company that tries the ex- 
periment. They even threaten, not very 
obscurely, to prevent by a war of ratesany 
company from doing such an injustice to 
itself and its stockholders. The logic of 
this position is questionable, but the pur- 
pose is none the less evident of giving no 
additional accommodation to the public 
during the fair and of preventing anybody 
else from doing so. 











TESTING THE GEARY ACT. 

There is no doubt about the iniquitous 
character of the Geary act for the ex- 
clusion of Chinose laborers from this coun- 
try, which went into effect one year ago 
to-morrow. The question that is to bo 
tested before the Supreme Court of the 
United States is whether the provisions re- 
lating to Chinese who are already resi- 
dents of the country are constitutionally 
valid. Chinese laborers were allowed cone 
year in which to comply with the require- 
ment of registration, and the validity of 
that requirement could not be subjected to 
a judicial test until the expiration of the 
year. 

Although the Geary act was passed by a 
vote of 30 to 15 in the Senate and 186 to 
27 in the House and was promptly signed 
by President Harrison, it never had the 
support or approval of the people of the 
country. It was violently demanded by a 
few States of the Pacific coast and tho far 
Northwest, and either condemned or re- 
garded with deplorable indifference by the 
rest of the country. A Presidential contest 
was just coming on which threatened to be 
close, and the cowardly politicians of both 
parties were afraid of losing this State or 
that if they did not yield to the clamor for 
excluding the Chinese. The old law, which

to expire by limitation, and the Pacifio 
coast representatives would not be satisfied 
with its extension, though it had practi- 
cally put an end to Chinese immigration,: 
except for driblets that worked in surrep- 
titiously. They demanded something 
more drastic that would keep #very Chi- 
nese laborer out and make it uncomforta- 
ble for those who were here to remain and 
difficult for them to get back if they 
should go away; and so “honorable” 
Senators and Representatives, who intheir 
hearts must have realized the infamy of 
the Geary bill, voted for it, lest their 
party should lose the hoodlum vote of 
the Pacitic coast. 

The Chinese Government would doubt- 
less have acquiesced in a renewal of the 
Restriction act of 1882, although that was 
a violation of the policy that had been 
adopted by treaties of our own seeking, and 
it would have attained every reasonable 
end in preventing any material increase in 
our Chinese population. 

The outrageous part of the Geary act is 
that which requires every Chinese laborer 
in the country to be registered at the office 
of the Internal Revenue Collector in whose 
district he lives, and to have a certificate 
of residence as evidence of his right to 
remain under the protection of a Govern- 
ment which has solemnly agreed that 
he shall be entitled ‘to the same rights, 
privileges, and immunities as are accord- 
ed to citizens and subjects of the most 
favored nations.” If he does not ob- 
tain such a certificate, or if he is found 
within the jurisdiction of the United States 
withoutsuch a certificate, he may be ar- 
rested by any customs official, Collector of 
Internal Revenue or his deputies, or United 
States Marshal or his deputies, and then he 
must be “ deported” from the country unless 
he shall establish clearly that from some 
unavoidable cause he has been unable to 
obtain a certificate, and “by at least one 
credible white witness” that he was @ 
resident of the country at the time of the 
passage of the act. He can then get q cer- 
tificate by paying costs. Otherwise he 
must ‘‘ go.” 

It is not necessary to enlarge upon the 
monstrous character of such legislation 
against a single class of foreigners, from a 
country with which we sought and ub- 
tained treaty relations of the most friendly 
character. The question of the treatment 
of the Ohinese residents of the country is 
quite different from that of restricting or 
even excluding further immigration from 
China. lt is doubtfulif the cruel discrim- 
ination against them can be sustained and 
enforced under our National Constitution. 
It is'to be hoped that it cannot, for the 
credit of our boasted free institutions, and 
it is well that a test case should be carried 
to the Supreme Court at the earliest possi- 
ble moment. 

The current number of Harpers Weekly 
contains an article presenting the ‘‘ Chinese 
View of the Geary Bill” in a forcible and 
intelligent fashion from the pen of Mr. 
THoMas D. RrorpDAN of San Francisco, one 
of the counsel who will appearin the test 
case at Washington. The questions in- 
volved are, he says, “of the gravest im- 
portance, and some of them are to be pre- 
sented for the first time in the history of 
this country.” 
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THE BELL COMPANY’S PATENTS. 

Not long after the expiration of the first 
of the Bell Company’s fundamental patents, 
in March last, preparations for the estab-- 
lishment of competing telephone systems 
were made, and one of the new companies be- 
gan operations in McKeesport, Penn., about 
two weeks ago. The Bell Company has 
promptly proceeded against this company 
in the courts for infringement. Of course 
it is not charged that the defendants are 
guilty of infringement with respect to the 
first of the patents granted to BzL1, for 
that patent is dead. Itis the second of the 
two fundamental patents that is involved, 
and this patent having been issued on Jan. 
30, 1877, it has a little less than a year of 
life remaining. 

The claims of this second patent are very 
comprehensive and have sometimes been 
described as covering the practical applica- 
tion of the principle or invention which 
was set forth in the patent that expired on 
March 7. The courts may hold that 
it is sufficient to preserve the Bell 
Company’s monopoly until January 
next. But the Bell Company, after 
staving off for more than seven 
years a decision in the suit in which the 
Government asked that its first and most 
important patent should be declared null 
and void, should not insist upon the imme- 
diate suppression of these investors at Mc- 
Keesport. It should give them a little time 
—say half as many years asit has taken in 
the case where it appears as defendant. 

The patent upon which the Bell Com- 
pany will rely after Jan. 30, 1894, is the 
patent issued to BERLINER on Nov. 17, 
1891. The Government also asks the 
courts to annul this, and it seems to us 
that it has a. good case. We presume that 
the new Attorney General will cause this 
very important suit to be prosecuted vig- 
orously and without any delay’that can be 
avoided. 








EXCESS OF CAPACITY. 

In a review of tho iron and steel trade 
for the last twelve months the Secretary of 
the American Iron and Steel Association 
declares that the present depression of 
prices is due mainly to overproduction ora 
capacity for it. ‘The principal cause of 
this depression,” he says, “‘is to be found 
in our capacity to produce much more iron 
and steel than the country can consume, 
notwithstanding the enormous consump- 
tion of the last fow years.” 

The recent failure of the Pennsylvania 
Steel Company directs attention to the ex- 
cessive capacity of the plants engaged in 
the manufacture of steel rails. ‘The Phila- 
delphia papers say that the works of this 
company at Steelton, Penn., and Sparrow’s 
Point, Md., were equipped for the produc- 
tion of 500,000 tons of rails per annum, 
The capacity assigned to them by the “ Di- 
rectory” of the lron and Steel Association 
is 445,000 tons. According to thesame au- 
thority the annual capacity of the plants 
of the ten companies that make steel rails 
is 3,225,000 tons. 

But thare ia no. demand for so.great-a 





quantity. The average annual output for 
the last five years has been very nearly 
1,600,000 tons, and the greatest output in 
the history of » the industry was only 
2,101,904 tons, in the year 1887. The 
capacity for production is and has been for 
some time largo enough to supply’ more 
than two tons of rails for every ton that 
has been sold. 

The expansion of productive capacity 
has been caused by the large profits of the 
industry, and a considerable part of these 
profits was obtained by means of a com- 
bination of the manufacturers which fixed 
and maintained prices and ‘‘regulat- 
ed” production. This they were enabled 
to do by a high tariff which shut 
out foreign rails. The combination 
price is now $29 per ton. English 
rails are sold at Liverpool, free on board 
for shipment, for $18.25. In 1891 and 
1892 the combination price in this country 
was $30.' Notwithstanding the notable 
decline of the cost of the raw material in 
the last three or four years, the price of 
rails has- suffered a reduction of only $1 
per ton. 

It is reported in the trade journals that 
the entire cost of rails at the Pennsylvania 
Company’s works has recently been $21. 
Col. CarRoLtt D. Wricut, Commissioner 
of Labor, said in his report upon the cost 
of production three years ago: 

“The Department has been positively in- 
formed relative to the cost of making steel 
rails in several of the very largest establish- 
ments in'the United States, and there is no 
shadow of doubt in the mind jof the writer that 
in these establishments the actual cost of stand- 
ard steel rails is, and has been for some time, 
within a few cents of $22 per ton at the 
works.”’ 

Since that time the cost of the iron which 
forms the greater part of the raw material 
has fallen 20 per cent, 

Consumption of rails has been restrained 
by the exaction of a high and uniform 
price by the combination, A high and pro- 
hibitory tariff invited the mannfacturers 
to make a combination agreement. The 
great profitsinsured by this agreement drew 
additional capitalinto theindustry, and the 
result of interference with the natural 
course of production and trade was the 
construction of plants having capacity 
enough to supply twice the average de- 
mand. Therefore the industry has been 
carrying a burden in-the shape of this ex- 
cess of capacity, and at the same time 
has been restraining the demand 
by its high combination price. Under 
these conditions some companies have 
made very comfortable profits 
the last two or three years, we presume, 
and others that relied almost exclusively 
upon rails have found the load of excessive 
investment and productive capacity a 
heavy one. It may be that the reduction 
of duty soon to be made will considerably 
increase the domestic consumption of rails 
by compelling a sharp reduction of the 
combination price, while foreign rails will 
still be excluded. 
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THE TULIP SHOW. 

Men and women who dwell in this lati- 
tude are sufficiently aware that this Spring 
is a late one, but nothing can have re- 
minded them of it more forcibly than the 
delay in the flowering of the tulips, With 
the beginning of May these beantifal ob- 
jects have just burst forth into view with 
all their gorgeous colorings in many city 
parks, isolated squares, and triangles. 
They must have arrived among us two 
weeks later than usual, as also have the 
crocus and the daffodil, not to name that 
magnolia shrub whose sole glory is the 
glory of noble flowers sent out in advance 
of the leaves. , 

For many years the tulip has been con- 
spicuous in this city as an ornament of 
public places. Probably there has been a 
large increase in its use among usin late 
years. But we shall never see another 
such mania over tulips as marked English 
and Dutch society in the first century 
following their introduction from the 
East, when florists, private gentlemen, 
and ladies alike were absorbed in the pro- 
duction of new varieties. Large sums of 
money were not only expended in actual 
cultivation, but in forcing prices and pro- 
moting contests, until at its height the 
mania was a species of down-right gamb- 
ling, as reprehensible as ever was gamb- 
ling at a horse race. 

The tulips that we see to-day in so many 
favored public places were grown in Hol- 
land, the great source of the florists’ supply 
of bulbs, and yet it was not until the last 
quarter of the sixteenth century that this 
native of the European and Asiatic shores 
of the Mediterranean found its way to 
the land of the Dutchmen. The soiland 
climate of Holland are favorable to the 
plant as perhaps are no other soil and cli- 
mate in the world, not even those to which 
the thoulyban (the Persian original of the 
word tulip and meaning turban) is native. 

The vast multiplication of varieties dis- 
tinguishes this bulb apart from almost all 
other plants in the garden. It is to the 
soil of Holland more than to any other 
cause that we probably owe these astonish- 
ing results. Only in one thing has failure 
thus far resulted. While achoice may be 
had in Holland from at least 1,800 varie~- 
ties, no grower has produced a black tulip. 
All the hues of the rainbow and all the 
shades of those hues have been secured, in- 
cluding the sum of them all, that condi- 
tion which we call the color white, but 
that other condition denoting the absence 
of all color, which we call black, no grower 
has ever obtained. ‘thns it has been the 
nature of the tulip to abhor and resent a 
mere negation. 

And this well becomes the character of 
the tulip, the charmof which lies not alone 
in its eminencé as a symbol of Spring. The 
chief glory of the tulip, like that of young 
men, is its strength. Planted in late Au- 
tumn, its bulbs withstand frosts that freeze 
deep into the ground; its leaves come to 
the surface with the warm February 
days, and they survive unharmed the 
frosts and rude winds of March. When 
flowering time arrives such the 
vigor with which their stems shoot 
upward, with the flowers opening boldly 
to the sun, facing the very zenith through 
night and day, sunshine and tempest, 
that we well may see in the tulip the fin- 
est possible emblem of those great vege- 
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sway. So beantifal an emblem of power 
surely never will be clothed in the nega- 
tion of all colors—black. 


WESTEBN PARMERS PROSPEROUS. 


More Than Half Their Lands Without In- 
cumbrances of Any Kind. 


Mr. Edward Atkinson was in the city 
yesterday, and to a reporter of Tur New- 
York Times he gave some information con- 
cerning Western farm mortgages that will 
be interesting to Eastern capitalists and 
investors. Mr. Atkinson has paid particu- 
lar attention to the investigation of this 
question, and the results of his researches 
show that Western farmers are not incum- 
bered so heavily with obligations as is be- 
lieved by most people here. 

“Is there any later information in the 
matter of the indebtedness of Western 
farmers?” he was asked. 

** My reply to that,” he answered, “ will 
of necessity be somewhat extended. Four 
or five years ago the first complete investi- 
gation of farm mortgages was made by the 
Commissioner of Labor Statisties in Michi- 
gan. It related to more than one-half of the 
farms of that State. It showed that of the 
farms investigated more than one-half 
were free of any mortgage whatever and 
the other half}were mortgaged to less than 
one-half their value. In other words, as 
nearly asI can recall the figures of that 


date, the total farm mortgage of Michigan 
was less than 23 per cent. of the value of 
the farm lands. 

“Subsequently,” continued Mr. Atkin- 
son, ‘an appropriation of $1,000,000 was 
obtained to secure census statistics upon 
this salen The duty was put upon Mr. 
George H. Holmes of Washington and Mr., 
John 8. Lord of Illinois, two of the most 
thoroughly competent men in the country. 
Their seveat soueet are based on actual 
records, and they have been completed to 
a sufficient extent to prove the following 
facts. Complete returns of Iowa and Mon- 
tana have been published and nearly com- 
plete returns of Ohio, [llinois, Kansas. and 

ebraska, corresponding substantially to 
the published statements. The general 
result of this investigation is as follows: 

‘More than one-half of the Western 
farms are free of any mortgage of any kind. 
Less than one-halfiare subject to mortgage. 
The amount of the mortgages, taken’ as 
a whole, is less than one-half of the value 
of the mortgaged land. Half the money 
loaned on mortgages’ has been lent by citi- 
zens of the same State in which the mort- 
gaged farms are. The indebtedness on 
mortgages of Western farmers to Eastern 
capitalists, or others who do not dwellin the 
same States, is less than 121 per cent. of 
the true value of the farm lands in the 
States named. 

“The Western farmer isto a greater ex- 
tent a creditor than he is a debtor, and one 
of the causes of the recent embarrassment 
of what are called ‘mortgage security com- 
panies’ is that the farmers who owned 
good lands have lately been able to bor- 
Tow money at somuch lower rates than 
those they formerly paid as to have tempted 
mortgage companies to loan money on 
speculative investments having no connec- 
tion with farms of any kind. These facts 
have an important bearing onthe mone- 
tary question. The solid sense of the pros- 
perous farmers of the West is now being 
exerted, and will form an important factor 
in determining the quality of the money 
which these creditors mean to maintain. 

“Tam aware that these statements will 
be received with surprise. They have not 
surprised me, because my own investiga- 
tion led me to the same conclusion long 
since, and I did what I could to promote 
the appropriation of the money for taking 
the cénsus of the mortgages, in full con- 
fidence that the result would prove that 
the representatives of the farming industry 
of the West are less indebted than the 
representatives of almost any other impor- 
tant branch of industry in this country. 
“Finally, these investigations ans 

roven that the average life of the Western 

arm mortgage is- less than five years. 
Scarcely any are in existence that have not 

een negotiated at the lessening rates of 
interest during the last five years. If any 
one doubts these statements reference may 
be made to the ppecial bulletins already 
printed and to the Census Department for 
facts which have not yet been pu blished.”

Hopkins Greatly Pleased with 


PHILADELPHIA, May 3.—Fivye of the officers of 
the British fleet now lying in New-York Harbor 
came here yesterday at the invitation of the 
Messrs. Cramp to inspect their shipyard and 
the United States, war vessels being built here.:

ficial trial trip, but thé test will take place off 
the vane Cod coast. . The ship is now being in- 
spected. Everything points to a successfal 
run, and we hope to receiveahigh premium. 
The armor has all been delivered except that 
for the two turrets. If the turret armor does 
not arrive in time we can easily make the trial 
srip without it.” 





Veragua. 

The name Veragua appears for the firat time 
in history in Columbua’s letter from Jamaica 
July 7,1503, to the Catholic sovereigns Ferdi- 
nand and Isabella. Columbus took that name 
from the natives, who applied it to the country 
east of Admiral’s Bay, ata distance of twenty- 
five leagues, but in the early part of the six- 
teenth century the name of Veragua was given 
to the whole coast of Central America dis- 
covered by Columbus himself on his fourth and 
last voyage, from Cape of Honduras to Puerto 
del Retrete. 

In 1509 Diego de Nicuesa was appointed Goy- 
ernor of Veragua, but he was unsuccessful in 
his attempts and disappeared in 1511. 

In 1584 a new Governor was appointed in the 
person of Felipe Gutierrez, but he failed and 
fied from Veragua. "3 

On the 19th of January, 1537, Don Luis 
Colen, (or Columbus,) grandson of the First Ad- 
miral, was created Duke of Veragua. His estate, 
lying between Chiriqui Lagoon and River 
Belen, had an extent of twenty-five square 
leagues. : 

Don Luis Colon was tired of his unsuecess and 
expenditure at \eragua, and requested the kim- 
peror, Charles V., to take back his estate of 
Veragua, giving him as a compensation a rent 
or pension of 10,000 ducats. Thia request was 
granted in 1556. d 

Veragua yielded some gold from 1560 to 1600. , 
Ever since the close of the sixteenth century 
the condition of the small province of Veragua, 
the ancient duchy of the name, has been a 
wrotched one,

NOT READY FOR VISITORS OP 
LIMITED TIME AND MEANS. 





It Will Not Fulfill Its Promise of Great- 
ness for at Least Two Weeks—But 
Three of the Many State Buildings 
Actually Finished — Outsiders Have 
Been Misled by the Chicago MNews- 
papers—A Good Show Now for the 
Man Who Can Take It in Sections. 


Cuicaco, May 3.--A great many people 
Passed into the gates of the World’s Fair to- 
fay. The attendance exceeded that of Tues- 
day, the weather being for the moat part olear 
and the walks and roads in superb condition. 

Two things were noticeable about the people, 
noticeable things developing daily as the show 
takes on more and more the obaracter of the 
international expositien which it is. One was 
that people generally carried their lunches, and 
the other was that there was a growing dispo- 
sition to object because the show was not com- 
plete in all details, Complaints on this score 
came mostly from Chicagoans or Westorn peo- 
ple who read the Chicago newspapers, which 
have, up to the present, said very little about 
the exposition’s incomplete condition.

Correspondents for out-of-town papers, on 
the other hand, gtated the truth, which was 
that the fair, though it would make a creditable 
showing on May 1, would be in po condition to 
disclose its greatest marvels and extent before 
June l. It is obviously a different thing, oom- 
ing from New-York or any other distant point 
and living permanentiyin Chicago or within 
seyeral hundred miles of it, when the question 
ofa complete exposition is concerned. The 
Chicago papers should therefore be excuged for 
the generous aid they thought they were giving 
the exposition management in advertising the 
fair as worth secing May 1, since the entailed 
disappointment is on those whoconuld best afford 
1 New-Yorkers and Easterners generally, 
however, are at an expense and loss of time 
whichis much greater than thagsuffered by 
(people living nearer Chicago, and they are en- 
titled to know the exact situation as it affects 
them.

The medical college is on East Fifteenth 
Btreet. and the old part of the infirmary is 
around the corner at the east side of Stuy- 
vVesant Square, The new building Ifes at the 
rearof the older ones on the square and is 
six stories in height, almosg ontirely of iron, and 
is believed to be perfectly fireproof. It has an 
elevator surrounded by an iron stairway, to the 
sixth floor. Guests yostesany were taken to the 
upper floor on the elevator and walked down, 
stoppin¢s: to inspect the wards on each floor 

Landiug trom the elevator onthe top floor, 
the operating room is at the right, the etherizing 
and recovery rooms at either hand. 

On the fifth fioor are the isolated rooms. 
Cases of contagious disease are not received at 
the hospttal, but a suspect might develop from 
an ordinary case, and this Ofth floor is for such 
an emergency. On the fourth floor is the ma- 
ternity ward, on the third floor the surgical 
cases ward, and on the second and first floors 
the ollicora’ quarters and wards for genoral cases.

AMUSEMENTS, 
THE CHUROH CHORAL SOCIETY. 


The Churoh Choral Society has made good 
history in the course of its short career. Al- 
though it has just completed its fifth season, it 
has enabled the lovers of sound ecclesiastical 
music to hear some of the most admirable of the 
new works in this field, notably Dr. Dvorak’s 
noble ‘* Requiem.” Last night in the Uhurch of 
the Holy Trinity, at Madison Avenue and Forty- 
second Btreet, the society performed for the 
first time anywhere, Mr. Horatio W. Parker's 
* Hora Novissima,” a modern church cantata. 
Mr. Parker is an American, a Now-Yorker, 
who recently won a prize fora cantata in the 
National Conservatory contest. The present 
work has already been complimented by publica- 
tion in London at the hands of the notable old 
house of Novello, Ewer & Co. 

Of course there was no little curiosity among 
those who are informed as to the progress of 
musio in this city about the new work, and as 
Mr. Parker’s other compositions had given 
promise, it was carnestly hoped that this one 
would establish his reputation as one of the 
most gifted of the rising American school. It 
may be said at the outset that the issue of last 
evening’s performance was happy. Though in- 
adequately performed, the “* Hora Novissima” 
made a deep impression and at onee took rank 
among the best works written on this side of the 
Atlantic. It will bear comparison with the pro- 
duotions of foreign composegs, and we have no 
doubt whatever that it will be received with 
praise in England. 

The text is one of the many mediwval Latin 
poems of the Church, and while in sentiment it 
provides the composer with all the emotional 
food necessary for a rich ecclesiastical compost 
tion, its angular and unyielding rhythm presents 
diMioulties that only a musician can rightly ap- 
Preciate. These diificulties have been over- 
come by Mr. Parker with surprising ease. Fis 
musical rhythms are so numerous and graceful, 
and at times so finely original, that the hearer 
wholly loses sight of the monotonous prosody 
ofthe poem. This in itself is a demonstration 
of Mr. Parker's mastery of the technic of com- 
position, but it is, perhaps, the least striking 
Dart of Bis achievement 

What will impress iteelf most forcibly upon 
the general hearer is the young composer's 
splendid fund of melody. His molodic ideas are 
‘not only plentiful, but they are beautiful in 
themeeives and fruitful in their suggestivencss. 
Many aman who could not fairly be called a 
composer has written\ good themes; no one bus 
@ composer can p uce thémes which lend 
themselves easily to @ various processes of 
musical arenes Mr. Parker's themes are 
all prety tnd n keeping th the subject mar 
ter of his text, and are always graceful, some- 
times splendidly vigorous. 

The prevailing characteristics of the musio of 
the *‘ Hora Novissima’” aré fluentand refined mel- 
ody, ecclesiastical spirit, and a noble dignity of 
treatment. In addition to these things there is 
displayed a remarkable command of variety in 
style. The young composer, without even leay- 
ing the atmosphere of the Church and without 
once ceasing to preserve his own individuality, 
reminds the hearer at different times of Verdi, 
Gounod, Mendelssohn, and the Netherlands 
Imagters. There is a bass solo of fine propor 
tions which is not unlike Verdi in the 
best moments of his ‘Manzoni Requiem,” and 
there is a soprano solo which has ali the poetic 
aweetmess of Gounod without a trace of effemi- 
nacy. And there is an & cepella chorus which 
is one of the finest speolmoens of pure churoh 
polyphony that has been produced in recent 
Reet 9 It might pave been written by Hobrecht, 

rumel, or even Josquin des Prés. It is im- 
possible to write higher proise than this. 

The choral writing throughous is superb in its 
treatment of parts, and the composer’s mastery 
of climax is quite uncoyamon, The instrumenta- 
tion js extremely—at times excessively—rich, 
and the accompapiment is always ingeniods in 
its alternation between complete ye ee ae 
and pelyphonic use of the melodies allotted. to 
the voiges. The final chorus, while it is per- 
haps semewhat overloaded with instru- 
mental device, is a stirring and broad 

jece of writing which brings the work 
y &® most effective close. 6 &® whole 
the composition will impress every hearer 
by ite revelation of the writer’s mastery of the 
formal material of his art. It sounds not like 
the work ef a young man, butlike that of one of 
yoars of expe oe. It may safely be set down 
as one of the finest achievements of the present 
day, a work which opens up a rich and brilliant 
future for Mr. Parker, and which does honor to 
the United States. 

The performance suffered from the inadequate 
size of thechorus. The work was sung smoothly, 
but it ought to be given by a chorus of 300 or 
400 voicés to get full justice. The solo singers 
were Mrs. Theodore J. Toedt, soprano; Miss 
Ruth Thompson, contralto; 8. Fischer er, 
tenor, and Ericeson Bushnell, bass. Mr. Parker 
eonducted the performance.

PROVIDENCE, R. I., May 3.—When tho late 
Mrs. Josephine A. Barnaby, whom Dr. Graves 
is accused of poisoning, left for the West she 
carried with her, according to her friends, a 
quantity of valuable jewelry.

OLD SOLD. 


A Syndicate Will Cat up Union Cemetery, 
Brooklyn, into Building Lots. 


Seme of the plot owners in the old Methodist 
Protestant or Union Cemetery at Myrtle Ave- 
nue and Palmetto Street, Brooklyn, have been 
Joud in their denunciation of the Board of 
Trustees for selling the entire cemetery, in 
which fully 10,000 interments have been made, 
toasyndiocate for $119,000. The syndicate is 
composed of real estate speculators, who desire 
to out the ground up into building lots. 

The Trustees refuse to divulge the names of 
the syndicate, although it is known that Pp. EL 
Flynn was the representative who appeared in 


the transaction. 

Though on its face the action of the Board of 
Trustees, which is composed of Samuel J. 
Baines, Isaac B. Guischard, Hezekiah Miller, 
Henry B. Cocheu, John A. Wills, and Superin- 
tendent Theodore Cocheu, may seem arbitrary, 
it is practically a forced action. The City of 
‘Breoklyn bas decided to cut Putnam and Irv- 
ing Avenues, two eighty-foot streets, through 
the very heart ofthe cemetery in su a way 
that the handsomest plots will be spoiled. At 
least 2,000 bodies would have to be removed: 
even if there was no transfer of the cemetery 


property. 

The chief of the malcontents is a man named 
Berger, who'proves to not be a plot owner, but 
whose wife holds the title to a lot by deed, 
granted to her first husband, who is buried in 


the plot. 

Ma Berger, it is said, boasts that he is out for 
money. ; one > — on renee 
Cocheu a few ts ago he snapve: r) 
when the removal of the bodies was mentioned, 


and said: 

“Fa { are only bones, so much rot 
tenold bones. J don’t care a fillip about them. 
WhatI want to know is whether there will be 
a surplus of cash after the removals are made, 
and whether it will be divided between the plot 
holders.” 

Up to 1879 the Attorney Street New-York 
Methodist Protestant Church and the Grand 
Street Methodist Protestant oo ation of 
Brooklyn had owned the cometary jointly. The 
Attorney Street congregation ly sold their 
New-York church, and removed to the corner of 
Bedford Avenue and South Third Street, Brook- 
lyn, E. D. At this time the cemetery had 
been negiected, and wes so crowded 
that many plot owners were opening old graves 
and burying therein, and in consequence the 
cemetery was not self-supporting. 

This exigency, it was sup had been 
amply provided for by asin . d, which 
was sup d to contain in 1879 from $5,000 to 
$6,000, but when the annual statement was 
made it was found that the sinking fund con- 
tained o 26 cents. Then a commitcee from 
the Bedford Avenue Church met a like commit- 
tee from the Grand Street Church, aud the 
cemetery property was appraised, and the joint 
committee that 1 cent was the full yalue. 
The Bedf Avenue ——— then unladed 
their share on the Grand Street people for $1, 
and that church got the sole management of 
the property. 

Mr. Cocheu says that the cemetery was at 
that time in a bad condition. It had no fences 
and the sidewalks were caving in. As soon ag 
he became Superintendent he in some low 
land and thus made space for two rows of new 
pilots, which were the money replenishing 
the treasury. Through careful planning from 
1880 to 1890, 3,650 interments were made in 
the cemetery; but few had been made since, as 
the was too limited. 

” My father, mother, and a number more of our 
fa ,” said Mr. Cocheu, “ are buried there, and 
I feel as bad about being compelled to remove 
them as any one could, but I will have te do it. 
The opening of the streets will not only compel 
the removal of fully 2,000 bodies, but it will out 
the cemetery grounds in four portions, so it 
would be the rankest folly not to remove all te 
a secure resting place. 

* There is only about $1,800 in the treasury, 
and it will cost fully $70,000 to remove and re- 
inter the 10,000 remains, so I am fully con- 
vinced that we have acted for the best, as we 
now have $119,000 to pay the expenses with. 
After for the removals there would be 
eno left to buy land to provide not only for 
= ¥, t owners, but for the single graves 
well”

looking at a piece of land in Queens County, but 
the opposition of the ple there to havin 
any more cemeteries situated near them bh 
thwarted the scheme, and the Trustees were 
new negotiating th the managers of the 
Cypress Hills Cemetery for - therein.

Murderer Johnson Pleads Self-Defense, 

AUBURN, N. Y., May 3.—John Johnsen, the 
colored desperado who ran amuck in Auburn 
Prison, was arraigned to-day on two indict- 
mente for murder,in having caused the death 
of Charlies Peck and Daniel Britton on April 17 
in the broom shop of the prison. When asked to 
plead on the Britton charge Johnson said: 
“Most undoubtedly not guilty, when a mob of 
men jump on to me to murder me.” On the Peck 
charge he said: * Of course I murdered him, but 
it was in self-defense.”” While the court and Dis- 
trict Attorney were consulting as to the time of 
trying the case, Johnson rose and exolaimed:

> get afair trial, for I'll never get a fair trial 

ere.” 

When asked if the court should assign coun- 
sel, the prisoner replied: ‘* Well, if I could get 
any counsel to work in my interests I'd like one, 
but there’s no use in getting one that won't. I 
had one assigned tomein Lyons, when there 
was a clear case of acquittal, and yet they sent 
we here .or four years."’ 

The court assigned counsel, assuring him of a 
fair trial, and he was remanded to the prison 
jail Counsel bas intimated that insanity would 

yo the defense.

BPEER STATES HIS OBJECTIONS. 


He Regards Judge Herrick as Disqualified 
to Hear the “Argus” Case. 


ALBANY, May 3.—Judge D. Cady Herrick had 
before him this morning the Argus case, in 
which Judge Parker, after hearing all the evi- 
denoe, had already decided that Mayor Manning 
and his associates had no right to the possession 
of the property, and that Col. Cassidy, Mr. 
Johnson, and Mr. Speer had. Mayor Manning 
got a stay from Judge Herrick on Saturday 
after Judge Parker had made his decision 
against Mayor Manning. 

J udge Herrick granted the stay on Saturday 
and heard the argument on it to-day. Mr. Cohen 
of the firm of Hoadly, Lauterbach & Jobneon 
of New-York appeared for Mr. §peer and ob- 
jected to the jurisdiction of Judge Herrick in. 
the matter. He asked Judge Herrick to send 
the matter to some other Judge. Judge Herrick 
refused. Then Mr. Cohen renewed his applica- 
tion, and said that Judge Herrick should not sit 
in the matter, as he had been attorney for Mayor 
Manning and the law partner of Mayor Man- 
ning’s brother-in-law, who is one of the Direct- 
ors who were ousted by Judge Parker. He also 


said that Judge Herrick had had # conversation 
with Mr. Speer which unutted him for sitting 
on the bench in the matter. 

Judge Herrick admitted the conversation with 
Mr. Speer, and said that he had tried to settle 
ditferences between Mr. Speer and Mr. Manning. 
Mr. Cohen, as attorney for Mr. Speer, then filed 
an affidavit from Mr. Speer, im which he said: 

“I went to Judge Herrick’s residence on March

FOR USE ON LAND OR WATER. 


A New Steam Warping Tug for the Oana- 
dian Lumber Districts. 


OrTawa, Ontario, May 3.—A new Canadian in- 
vention for use in the lumber districts is oom- 
ing into general use in Northern Ontario. It is 
called a steam warping tug. It propels itself on 
land as well as on water, and is used by lumber- 
men whose operations are carried on in small 
lakes connected by streams of uncertain navi- 
gation. The vessel has proved not only a suc- 
cess, but a real boon to the lumber trade. 

Bix of these unique cra?t have been built by 
the inventors during the past season, four com- 
pleted at their yard here, and two shipped 


ready to be put together at their destination in 
the Nipissing district. . 

The tug is built scow-shape with steel-shod 
runners for moving overiand, is 37 feet long, 
10 feet beam, decked all over, and has sleeping 
room for four men in the bow. The bottem and 
up the bow are covered with steel bofler plate. 

An engine of twenty-two horse power fur- 
nishes steam for ten horse-power work with 
three-quarters of a cord of dry wood. In the 
Water the tug moves six miles an bour, forward 
or backward as required, propelled by side 
wheols. 

On land it is propelled by having a cable 
drum, on which is coiled tive-eighths of a mile 
of steel wire cable, which is fastened with pul- 
leys to a tree or some object in front, the boat 
moving as the wire iscoiled up. The boiler is 
hung on an axle in the centre and a screw ar- 
ranged on the front enables the fireman to tip 
it forward or back and keep it level going up or 
down hiil. 

It will move over an elevation of one foot in 
three on land and draws about twenty-eight 
inches in water. 


THREE PRISONERS ESOAPE. 





One of Them John O. Lyman, a Confidence 
Man, Who Operated at Rome. 


' Romez, N. Y., May 3.—John C. Lyman, the con 
fidence man, who operated in this oity in the 
Fall of 1891 and was captured afew weeks 
ago, broke out of the Rome Jail to-night. He 
came to Kome pretending that he had wealth 
and was going to live in retirement. He bought 
fine house here and started in to furnish it. 
He became very popular with the business 
men, and finally one day passed a number of 
checks for $300 each and suddenly left the 
town. He was not captured until about a month 
ago. W. E. Waterman, one of the victims, acci- 


dentally ran across the man at the Brozel 
House in Buffalo. He wae arrested and brought 
to this city. 

His examination had been pending before Re- 
corder Wiggins since that time, several adjourn- 
ments having been taken. To-night the case 
wasto have been concluded before the Re 
corder. About 8 o’clock Jailer Carroll went to 
the corridor, and through the cage at the en- 
trance door = freay asked for some sugar and 
bread. The jailor left the doors unlocked, think- 
ing the cage door was locked. When he re- 
turned, the swindler and two other prisoners 
who were booked for ten years at Auburn had 
gone. It was found thatthe lock on the cage 
door had been sawed off. They took with them 
aheavy chain from a bedstead to use as a 
weapon in case of emergency. The police are 
working hard to capture them. Late this even- 
ing the three prisoners were seen going south. 





ROBBED BY BANDITS. 


Six Members of the Starr Gang Hold up 
a Train and Rob the Passengers. 


Parsons, Kan., May 3.—A bold and partially 
successful trainrobbery, committed by six ban- 
dita supposed to be members of the notorious 
Starr gang, of which Perry Starr is leader, took 
place at Pryor Creek, Indian Territory, at3:30 
o’clock last night. 

The train was the Missour!, Kansas and Texas 
south-bound passenger which left here at 4:30 
o’clock yesterday afternoon. Whon the train 
reached Pryor Creek six masked men emerged 
from the darkness, and, after signaling the 
train, proceeded to the front. The engineer 
fireman, conductor, and brakeman were quickly 
covered with revolvers and marched from the 
train. 

While two of the men guarded the trainmen 
the other four entered the expressoar. They 
threatened the messenger with pistol and knife 
and ordered him to open the safe, but he refused 
to accede totheirdemands. Failing in this, they 
went to the back part of the train and relieved 
all the passengers of their money and valuables. 

After depositing the money and valuables in 
sacks, the bandits backed out of the oar, firing 
their pistols into the alr,and escaped in the 
darkness. President Martin of the Kansas City, 
Pitteburg aud Gulf Kailroad was among the 
passengers. The amount of booty seoured by 
the bandits is unknown, but it is supposed to bs 
considerably over $2,060.

THE LOUISVILLE FIRE, 


Destroyed Which Involved a 
Loss of $355,000. 





Buildings 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., May 3.—A fire which broke 
eut early this morning in the Power Building, a 
@ great six-story structure on Third Street, near 
Green, destroyed and damaged thirty-five 
buildings, causing a loss of between $300,000 
and $400,000. 

The plant of the Louisville Steam and Elestrio 
Motor Power Company, six floors, soon fell in, 
crushing adjoining buildings, and also the office 
of the Christian Observer across the street. 
The fire then spread east to an alley and then to 
Green Street. The huge livery stable of the 
E. L. Iverson Company caught next, and here 
wasa battle, with twenty fire companies at 
work. 

At 1:30 A, M. the flames were under control, 
but were ‘still dangerous. Roofa were ablaze 
for blocks around, and the office buiiding of the 
Louisville Water Company, with valuable 
books and papers, scemed doomed, but was 
saved after hard work. 

Two firemen, one named Kessler, and an- 
other, name unknown, were injured by a falling 
wall, and Ariel Truck, No. 2, was smashed to 
splinters. 

The greatest losers are the Leuisville Steam 
and Electric Motor Power Company, building 
and plant, $150,000; insurance, $65,000; 
Ryan, painter, $10,000; Louisville Lithographic 
Company, $20,000, and the tenants of the 
Power Building, whose losses aggregate $175,- 
000; insurance unknown. 

The Electric Motor Power Company’s build- 
ing was one of the largestin the country, and 
apace in it was rented to small and large man- 
ufacturers. 

The fire broke outin the department of the 
Power Laundry Company, on the fourth floor, 
but the origin is unknown. 





Ex-President Harrison’s Law Lectures. 

San FRANcIECO, May 3.—United States Sena 
tor Stanford says ex-President Harrison will 
deliver his course of ten or more lectures before 
the Leland Stanford University at Palo Alto in 
the early part of the next college term. The

There are two events in naval history which 
have always been celebrated by the cheers of 
seamen. From time immemorial seamen have 
always cheered for victory won by battle, and 
“there is no occasion known where the visit to 
them by the Commander in Chief of the navy 
‘was not heralded by the hearty weloome of the 
\seamen’s cheers. 

. Itis now for thefirst,and we hope for the 
last, timé reported that when the President of 
the United States passed through the columns 
«of the allied fleet.in New-York, in the finest re- 
he passed 
between the long lines of foreign ships, not 
only the great guus spoke out a welcome, but the 
crews of every foreign ship cheered him as he 
as only men-of-war’s Men can. 
Not so, however, throughout the line, for 
when the Commanderin;Chief of the navy 
passed the white squadron he was met in frigid 
silence! The bulwarks, the yardarms, the tops 
and spare were manned, but with silent men. 
Such a reception was, in very deed, the play of 
* Hamlet” with Hamlet left out. 
The seamen’s cheers on the two special ocoa- 
sions cited bear a historic character, not only 
with us articulate Americans, but with the 
entire English-speaking race. This kind of 
salutation for victory in warand for honor to 
King or dent is time-honored and has 
always been held as the exclusive demonstra- 
tion of fighting sailors.

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SENATOR M’OLELLAND HAPPY. 


Elected Chairman in Spite of the Efforts 
of the State Machine. 


Senator Charles P. McClelland of Westchester 
Ceunty walked down to his office at 40 Wall 
Street yesterday afternoon with a glow of vic- 
tory on his countenance. He had just come 
from White Plains, N. Y., and was fresh from 
his election for the second year as Chairman of 
the Democratic Committee of Westehester 
‘County.

Said Mr. McClelland to a New-YORK TIMES 
reporter: “I won, but it was after a struggle, 
a bitter and an unforeseen struggle. 

“When I went to White Plains this morning I 
had no idea that there was to be any opposition 
to my nomination for the Chairmanship. I had 
no sooner reached the Court House, however, 
than [ heard that Harry T. Dykman, the at- 
torney, was prepared to spring a mine right 
under my feet. For the last fortnight or so he 
has been claiming authorization from 
Tammany Hall to defeat me at all haz 
ards. ‘this I[ had trom James Brogan, 
who, recently elected County Committee- 
man for White Plains, was compelled, he told 
me, to resign the position under threats from 
Dykman, thatif be did pot he would be sum- 
marily relieved from his place in the Depart- 
ment of Public Works which he had obtained 
through my recommendation. 

** Brogan’s resignation made a place for Sheriff 
John Dutty, who, as committeeman fur White 
Piains, was put up as a candidate for Chairman 
against myself. 

“Brogan was only one of many who were 
threatened by Dykman with the loss of their 
positions if they did not vote against me. Keg- 
ister William J. Graney. for instance, my life- 
long friend, was told by Dykman that he would 
take the oilicial searching from Westehester to 
New York if 1 was elected, 

** However, things, | am glad to say, hardly 
turned out asthe evemy anticipated. When they 
found that the majority of the 23 votes seemed 
likely to go my way, they tried for an adjourn- 
ment. Defeated in this, they tried to witndraw 
all the voters they could to break the quorum, 
to form which nine voting members are neces- 
sary. ‘hey succeeded, after dragging out one 
young fellow, in getting out all but eleven. 
Mr. W. H. Wright of the town of Somers insist- 
ing, although an opponent of miue, on staying, 
and making the remark: ‘I'm a Democrat; 
some one’s got to win, and I’m going to see this 
out.’ 

“This action of the opposition proved their 
own ruination. I wasleit with aquorum. By 
a vote of 10 to 0 [ was elected Chairman of the 
committee, with George W. Burlinson of North 
Balem Secretary and Joreph O. Miller of New- 
Castle Treasurer. The otner fellows held a 
meeting, trying to Make believe that my elec- 
tion was invalid.

The sub- 
stitution was disallowed on the roll call, I forget 
on what contention. Anyhow, it was lucky it 
was disallowed, as not half an hour agolI re- 
ceived a telephone message from Mr. Daly say- 
ing that the substitution was a fiagrant for- 
gery and that if he had been present he would 
certainly have voted for me.”’ 

Senator McCleliand was asked what part Tam- 
many had played. :

THE NEW IMMIGRATION LAW. 


Now Operative—Careful Provisions for Ex- 





cluding Undesirable Foreigners. 


Concerning the new immigration law, which 
became operative yesterday, Dr. Senner, the 
Commissioner of Immigration at this port, said 
that while it would doubtless lead toa more 
thorough sifting out of undesirable emigrants 
at the ports of embarkation, it would render the 
work of examination on this side more difficult 


and complex. There is now a small army of 
immigrants on the ocean bound to America. The 
new law will not affect any who sailed prior to 
May 3, but all who sail after tbat date will be 
amenable to it. It provides for certificates of 
inspection at the port of embarkation. Blanks 
ruled to contain thirty names are supplied, and 
opposite each name isa long series of questions 
conoerning the health, character, and destina- 
tion of emigrants, the amount of money 
possessed by each one, &c. The emigrant has 
to make an affidavit as to the correctness of the 
answers and the papers accompany them to 
America under Consular seals. 

Upon arrival an immigration afficial will 
muster them in squads of thirty and the registry 
clerk will examine them to see if they give 
answers dilferent from those they madie before 
embarking. 

Dr. Senner said that the precautions taken to 
prevent infection by chelera are thorough. 
‘very applicant for steerage passage, he says, 
is sunjected to arigid examinatien by an ex- 
pert physician, and as an additional precau- 
tion, all are detained five days under medical 
surveillance before they are allowed to embark. 

The workings of the bureau on Eltis Island 
Were oxamiped yesterday by Mr. Daly, the 
Canadian Minister of the Interior. Commis- 
sioner Senner showed his visitor through the 
establishment, and toek great pains to explain 
to him how it was conducted. . 

During the afternoon, Commissioner Senner 
reveived a:telegram from W. H. Cooper, Sec- 
retary of the Tonawanda Lumbderman’s As- 
sociation, asking whether the bureau could fur- 
nish him at once with 200 abie-bodied laborers. 
When seme oue mentioned to the Commissioner 
that there was astrike among the lumbermen 
in Tonawanda, he immediately sent an indig- 
nant negative reply. 





John Wood of Brooklyn Assigns. 


Brooklyn business men were greatly surprised 
yesterday afternoon by the announcement of 
the failure of John Wood, one of the Trustees 
of Dr. Talmage’s Brooklyn Tabernacle, who has 
for more than thirty years been a dealer in fur- 
niture and has had a store at 6U9 Fulton Street, 
Brooklyn. The assignee is John Hanscom of 
241 Park Place, this city. f 

Mr. Wood's Nabilities are stated as boeing in 
the neighborhood of $30,000, but no idea of his 
assets can be obtained. The preferred creditors 
are Mr. Wood’s employes, to whom wages are 
owing; James A. Cowle, who has loaned Mr. 
Wood $4,800, and Charles M. Stafford, who had 
e claim of 83,000 for legal services. Mr. Statf- 
ford is the assignee’s counsel.

ANOTHER ROWBOAT SWAMPED, 


Old Mrs. Robinson and Her Son, Rescued 
by Men from the Philadelphia. 


Another small boat was swamped in the North 
River yesterday near the war ships. Again, 
fortunately, no one was drowned. 

Mrs. Margaret Robinson makes her living by 
selling ale, beer, pies, and sweetmeats to the 
sailors of the different ships that come to this 
harbor. Yesterday morning, with her son Will- 
iam, sheleft the wharf at Nimety-sixth Street 
to go to the American ships. She is stout and 
vigorous, though about sixty years old, and she 
helped ber son to row. 

After boarding the Philadelphia, where she 
disposed of a good deal of stock, the old lady 
started for the Newark. Inthe strong tide the 
boat became somewhat unmanageable, and it 
Was swept toward the bow of the war ship. 

“ Pull, Willie, pull!” cried Mrs. Robinson. 

Just then a wave washed into the boat and 
the pies were wet through. Another wave sent 
theoraft against the bew of the Newark and 
stove a hole in the side of the rowboat. 

Mrs. Robinson became excited and called out 
wildly, ‘Help! Oh! help!” at the same time 
waving her bonnet to, those on shore. 

There were very few on the Newark’s deck, 
and her cries were not heard there. From the 


Philadelphia her plight was seen and a steam 

launch put out After orying awhile Mrs. 

tec grasped her son’s hat and began to 
ail. 

Before the launoh reached the sinking boat, 
another wave washed over it and down it went, 
leaving Mrs. Robinson and her son struggling 
in the water. 

Curiously enough the old lady Jost every trace 
of her nervousness as s¢>u as she got into the 
water. She settied herself on her back and 
floated, being an accomplished swimmer. Her 
50D had no trouble in keeping himself afloat. 
The launch picked them up and took them 
aboard the Philadeiphia. 

The sailors in the launch and the few on the 
Newark who saw the accident were distressed 
when they saw the beer botties and the pie sink 
out of sight. 

“Ain't it a shame, Bi)l,’’ said one, “ to have all 
that ere sink like that!” In addition to her 
other losses Mra. Robinsen lost a bag contain- 
ing about $15. She was sent to her home in 
Flushing Avenue, Brooklyn, in a cav. Her 
daughter went out ina small boat late in the 
aiternoon with pies and beer. 

It is remarkable that more accidents have not 
happened, and that there have been so few fa- 
talities. About 100 to 150 watermen have 
been earning money during the celebration, 
and among them are many who row and act as 
though they had never seen a boat. The river 
has been rough recently, and it required a good 
boatman to take people out to the men-of-war. 
In their haste to get rieh, the watermen have 
leaded the boats down to the water’s edge. 

The boatmen were much more modest in their 
demands yesterday. The day before they asked 
$1 for a trip tothe Blake. Yesterday they only 
demanded the same sum for the round trip. 
The reason for this was not that they wished to 
show mercy to the public, but beeause the 
weather was 80 bad. 

Commander Bayly of the Blake said yester- 
day that his ship would not be open to visitors 
to-day and Saturday. The Blake and the other 
English ships expect to sail for Bermuda May 
10. TheSan Francisco yesterday went to the 
Brooklyn Navy Yard, as did the Spanish cruiser 
Reina Kegente. The latter will be overhauled. 
The Concord sailed for Norfolk. 

it Was rumored yesterday that there would be 
a race between a boat’s crew from the Blake 
and one from one of the American ships, to give 
the british crack crew a chance to avenge ita 
defeat in the boat race at Norfolk, but no one 
seemed to know anything about it. Capt. Bar- 
ker of the Philadelphia said he had not heard of 
it, but he thoughtit would be a good idea. It 
would be rowed on Saturday, if at all.

THE GREAT LEATHER TRUST. 


Possibility of the Formation of a Counter- 
Combination Talked Of, 


The newly-created Board of Dtrectors ef the 
United States Leather Company with its at 
torneys, Charles C. Beaman and Charles L. At- 
terbury, held a protracted meeting yesterday at 
the office of H. G. Lapham & Co., 26 Ferry 
Street. Allthe time aman guarded the door of 
the meeting room and fired the shortest nega- 
tive known to the Janguage at news seekers. 

In the ‘‘Swamp,” outside of the trust people, 
the speculations were many as to the effect the 
restrictive changes which must necessarily fol- 
low the consolidation will have. It is said that 
the absorbed business may wipe out the old-es- 
tablished firms and that the vacated buildings 
may be putto other uses. In fact, the begin- 


ning of the breaking up of a neighborhood 
rich in memeries and which has been associated 
with the business of hides and leather sinee the 
Dutch régime is predicted. 


‘ ef the principal vendors some comment was 
made 


upon the atatement in the circular that 
the earnings for the last five years have exceed- 
ed eight times the amount necessary to pay the 
annual interest and sinking fund charges upon 
the six-miilion-dollar issue. 

This would give some $4,800,000 as the! pres- 
ent earning capacity of the outfit, which would 
be the exact 8 percent. guaranteed upon the 
$6,000,000 preferred and would leave the bond 
interest and sinking-fund allotment of $240,000 
to be made up from increased profits. As the 
preferred represents the property and the com- 
mon the water—called good-will—and the bond 
sales the working fund, it is reasoned that the 
provision is an adequate one. 

No one in the Swamp who has expressed an 
opinien as to the probable success of the under- 
taking thinks fora moment that there will be 
any failure in the accomplishment of the object 
of the concern, which is to create a menopoly of 
of the hide, bark, and leather business. ‘They say 
it is probably the largest trust in the United 
States in — of capitalization and material 
wealth both in the personal fortunes of the men 
who compose it and in the possibilities of the 
business itself, which, while it has not shown the 
enormous profits of former years, is still one of 
the most remunerative industries in the coun- 


try. 

It is stated that the trust will have to over- 
come the tierce opposition of those elements in 
the trade as it stands who will be compelled to 
tight for self-preservatior, and astrong counter 
combination of the various branches of the 
trade injuriously affected by the policy of re- 
striction and suppression is talked of, which will 
include all the hide men, who number among 
them the great Western sluughterers. The 
manufacturers and shoe men may also, it is 
said, become a material factor in a policy of re- 
sistance to absolute dictation as to prices of 
both raw and manufactured material. It is de- 
clared that while the company claims to be 
made up of tanners of sole and belt leather, as 
® matter of fact they are mostly sole or hem- 
lock leather tanners, and that the belting wen, 
who use oak butts, may join with the other 
mentioned interests for mutual protection. 

Some of the commission men say they will be 
compelled to go out of business unless they are 
permitted to sell the trust’s leather for a small 
percentage. 

It is claimed that one of the strongest sources 
of power is the control of the hemlock and tan- 
oak timber, asit aifects other tanners depend- 
ing upon the purchase of bark. All sueh small 
tanners, and they constitute the great majority, 
will be compelled, it is asserted, to work in 
subordination to the trust or close up. 

Thomas E. Proctor, Mark Hoyt, James Hor- 
ton, and Edward R. Ladew have certitied to the 
bankers handling the bonds what the assets of 
the trustare. They make the statement in gen- 
eral expressions, which put in figures amount to 
this: Assets, including the stock of other com- 

anies and also the proceeds of the eix-million- 

ollar issue, at least $42,000,000, of which 
$16,800,000 will represent real estate and the 
balance hides, bark, and other personal prop- 
erty. . 





Brooklyn’s Electric Strike, 

Brooklyn's position tn regard to overhead 
electric wires and bad weather was not im- 
proved yesterday, and while no more linemén 
went on strike so far as is known, a settlement 
of the difficulties between them and the tele- 
phone, electric-light, and trolley railroad com- 
panies was as far off as ever. 

The Municipal and Citizens’ Eleetrio-Light 
Companies asked theirmen yesterday to wait 
until the Directors of the corporations could 
meet before they did anything. The New-York 
and New-Jersey Telephone Company offerea to 
tuke ite men back at the old wages—#2.50 a day 
—but nobody took the ofer up. The officials of 
the company say they will stand firm. 

The Brooklyn division of the National Broth- 
erhood of Electrical Workers met in secret ees- 
sion in its rooms at the corner of Jay and 
Willoughby Streets last night, but nothing was 
done. as Henry Miller, the National Brother- 
hood’s arbitrator, had not arrived from &t 
Louis. Mr. Miller ia expected to reach Brook- 
lyn thie morning.

This 
work would have been specially lacking in the 
most essential particulars of art, philanthropy, 
and literature but for the women of New-York, 
who; more than those of any other State, havo 
contributed to these departments.

@rate mural painting. Yet a New-York woman 
—Mrs. Dora Wheeler Keith—has accomplished 
Tesults in this field which must astonish even 
the most enthuelastio believer in woman's capa- 
Dilities. Her great work is on canvas on the 
@eiling of the library of the Woman’s Building, 
‘which represents a special concentration of the 
e@nergies and talents of New-York women. It 
eovers a space 57 by 37 feet, and reprosents & 
Fear’s hard labor. It is an extraordinary 
achievement (n its line. 

The central panel is occupied by figures rep- 





than from any other. The central building of the 
great architectural triumphs with which the 
633 acres of exposition grounds are tilled, the 
gem of the collection, the Administration Build- 
ing, was designed by @ New-York architect, 
Richard M. Hunt. 
+ Another New-Yorker, George B. Post, de- 
signed not alone the greatest building of the 
fair, but the largest the world has ever secn— 
that of manufactures. The firm of MoKim, 
Mead & White of New-York designed the Agri- 
cultural Building, and the architect of the Pal- 
oe of Fine Arts isa New-Yorker, though now 
residing in Chicago. New-York’s great sculp- 
tor, French, worked out his noblest conceptions 
in plaster; St. Gaudens is the creator of Diana, 


which crowns the Agricultural Building, while 
Frank D. Millet anda dozen of his New-York 
associates have touched up the whole great 
picture with color. 

The chromo-lithographs of the fair which were 
used asone of the agencies to advertise its 

lories were the work of Charles Graham, and 

ohn Boyd Thacher performed the task of co- 
ordinating to historical and astronomical time 
the date of the Columbian discovery by fixing 
Oct. 21 as discovery day. When an orator 
was needed for the dedication ceremonies of 
the World’s Fair buildings, Chauncey M. Depew 
was chosen, and itis a New-Yorker who will 
perform the last great act necessary to throw 
open to the world the greatest exhibition it has 
ever seen—Grover Cleveland, the President of 
the United States. "4 

These are but a few of the many New-York 
men who have contributed to the fair’s success. 
They are employed in every important office of 
design and construction of the exposition. New- 
York contractors built the eat New-York 
State Building and aided in constructing 
the battle ship Illinois, and in greater or less 
degree have had a finger in pretty much every 
pie. Every department of the unique feature 
of the exposition—the application of electric 
force, from the transmission of power for the 
electrio fountains to that for the intramural 
railway and the phonograph—are the work of 
the General Electric Company of New-York. 

E. J. Moore, a New-York man, will ran the 
electric launches on the lagoons, and the great 
ocean liner, whose fore and aft sections are the 
central exhibit of the marine subdivision of | 
the Transportation Department, will hail from 
the portof New-York. In its horticultural ex- 
hibit the World’s Fair owes most to John, 
Thorpe of New-York. Frederick Law Olm- 
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the four corners are medallions representing 
the different functions of these great subdi- 
Visions of thought. The Venetian border is very 
Deautiful and is compesed of medallions held 
together by drapery inthe hands of amoriti. 
fhe library in its entirety is essentially the 
product of New-York woman’s genius. The 
echeme of the whole room is the design of Mrs. 
Candace Wheeler, who, in addition to this work, 
_ has shown the possession of abilities other than 
those pertaining solely to art in her distin- 
guished management of the entire Woman’s 
Building in her capacity of ita director. 

Most notable among the details of the general 
@ecoration, which is in Italian Renaissance of 
the time of Titian, is the sixteenth century 
panel carving used in connection with the plas- 


ter frieze below the ceiling. This makes a mod- 

e@led surface on the four walls, the upper being 

ef plaster and the lower of wood. There are 

windows in the room, reaching nearly to 

the ceiling. Upen the glass of these windows 

medallions of tne arms of New-York 

andthe United States.

The chimney piece, 

abont 12 feet high, is richly carved, and the en- 

tire room in every detail breathes the spirit of 
the hest development of decorative art. 

The library of books was, of course, collected 
by New-York women. Otber States sent what 
they could secure without very much research 
Bew- York did its work so thoroughly and went 
fofar outof the beaten paths that ite colleo- 
tion of books is uot only one which represents 
the extent of woman's place in literature, but 
is a valuable collection from any point of view 
for reference. Between 1810 and 1840 it was 
found that there were very few authoresses, so 
that the collections for that period are not val- 
table in themselves, but only as links in liter- 
ary history. Every translation of the works 
of Mrs. Stowe ever made are shown. There are 
also some of her manuscripts and the manu- 
scripts of others equally as raro. 

A ease of autographs of the most notable 
‘women in history include those of Catherine de 
Medici, Elizabeth, and Mary Queen of Boots, the 
two latter being autograph signature letters in 
Which each refers tothe other. The records of 
every woman's club ever organized is a valua- 
bie a while the folios of the best literary ef- 
forte of women gatheredgrom newspapers and 
magazines and edited by Mra. Burton Harrison, 

Mary Mapes Dodge, and others is of sufficient 
literary value to have provoked several flatter- 
ing offers from publishers. Copies of celebrated 
pictures of the ieading women of the world. 
Yor the most part in the form of engravings and 
medalliong, are also s noticeable feature of the 
library. , 

in the general exhibit of women, New-York 
plays as distinctive o part as it does in the libra- 
ry. Ite representation in applied arta is very 
strong. Its charities are thoroughly represent- 

lt hae a model training school tor nurses 
and a hospital, and scarcely any philanthropic 
institution is neglected. The Pratt lustitute 
and Schooi of Applied Design make a specially- 
ereditable display. In the vreadth and extent 
of its art manufactures amung women New- 
York stands foremost. Itis conspicuous in its 
contribution to the display of embroideries, and 
sides America in proving its claim to superiority 
over Great Britain, which country in this pecul- 
jar Geld of women wrested the @istinction from 
Spain. 

Mre. Wheeler, apeaking of tho value to the 
women of New-York of the woman's representa- 
tion at the fair,says: “One of the most valu- 
abie results to the women of our own State is 
the impetus which the work connected with this 
exhibition has given to wouien’s progress in the 
applied arts. The demand for illustrative prod- 
wots for the display at the fair was au incentive 
to renewed energies in thie direction, so much 
a0 that our New-York art schools turved the 
efforts of many girls into channels which before 
bad not been followed by them. So far from the 
efforts of these schools being applied: to making 
poor artiste, the tendency resulted in their 
making admirable artisans.” 

It is interesting to know what Mra. Wueoler 
fegards as the greatest resulta of the greater 

articipation of women of the present Worid’s 

ixposition. She eaid to a New-Yoru Times 
representative: ‘Three great results besides 
others have been achieved by this great wo- 
man’s movement. Ono is the offivial recognition 
by foreign Goveruments of the advanced status 
of woman—Governments like Turkey, China, 
and Japan—which heretofore have withheld 
suck recognition. The couditiop of woman in 
these countries must inevitably be greatly im- 
pores by this. Another is the tremendous 
nefits to woman which must accrue by com- 
paring her cultivated work with that of man in 
paraliel lines. It is a revelation which must re- 
sult io enlarged field for feuyule eudeavor. It 
will lead to adevelopment which in time will 
be nothing less than astonishing. 

“The third most noticeable thing to me is 
she reeult the incideutal work of the move 
ment hae achieved in respect to organization. 
When the women ftiret met in Chicago their 
parliamentary ideas were eo crude as to amount 
a@imost to caricatures. To-day no congress of 
men ie conducted with more respect for partia- 
mentary rules than the deliberations of thease 
gamne Women. Se that this great movement 
covers the entire range of the progress and de- 
velopment of women,and it must exercise an 
infuencs on women's status and mark the 
greatostcpoohin her progressive emancipation.”

Not a Department in Which She Does Not 
Show Better thaz. Any Other State. 


CuIcaaco, May 8.--Onc cam acarcsiy coast his 


New-York man. The list of New-Yorkera who 
have done great work could be multiplied in 
every department of the fair. New-York’s ex- 
hibits in agriculture, horticulture, dairy prod- 
ucts, bee cultare, forestry, mining, education, 
ethnology, and manufactures lead the United 
States. 

In manufactures the work of two New-York 
firms, Tiffany & Co. and the Gorham Manu- 
facturing Company, stand foremost among 
American products on either side of the portal 
of the great building. The artists of New-York 
ocoupy three-fourths ef the American space in 
the » Building, and itis a New-York man— 
Macmonnies—who has produced one of the 
most striking effects in plaster of the entire fair 
in the great fountain in frontof the Adminis- 
tration Building. In charities and corrections 
andthe wisdom of herlaws New-York demon- 
strates her supremacy, and wherever one turns 
there is no lack ef evidence that the men of 
New-York State have exercised an influence 
which well comporte with the proud position 
in the Commonwealthsé of agreat country which 
New-York holds. 

That New-York has not done even better is no 
fault of hers. She made one-fourth of all tho 
applications for leave to exhibit. Her manu- 
facturers asked for more space than is reserved 
fer the entire United States in the Main Build- 
ing. Her mechanical engiveers asked for more 
apace than the American srotion commands in 
Machinery Hall, and she could have filled the 
Agricultura) Building without afd. Mr. Jobn 
Foord, Secretary of the Board of General Man- 
agers of the State of New-York, in an address 
recently to the Sous of New-York, a social 
organization of New- Yorkers in Chicago, said: 

* Despite all that New-York done at the 
Worild’s Fair sheis not satisfied. But satisfy 
New-York! Vain hope! Idle endeavor! No 
limit of lake or mountain confines our powers. 
We annexed the prairies long ago, and when we 
come out here we want it to be understood that 
by the means of our capital, our enterprise, our 
energy. the whole of the boundless continent is 
ours. Had we succeeded in placing the Colum- 
bian» Exposition in New-York City on and 
around the beautiful Morningside plateau, with 
the lordly Hudson at its feet and tbe swelling 
Atlantic tides bearing their freighted arzosies 
to its very gates, our State would have been less 
fully represented than she will be here at Chi- 
cago. For New-York in all her history bas been 
magnanimous, andshe would have yielded to 
others exposition space that belonged to her- 
self. I am constrained to admit that she would 
have had less space to give than there is here, 
and lam aware that we are troubled with no 
sentiment of generosity when we struggle here 
for all we can get.”

VISITORS TO THE OAMPANIA. 


English and French Naval Officers and the

The new ship Campania of the Cunard Line 
was thrown open to visitors yesterday, and all 
day long admirers of fine craft trooped through 
the ship and viewed her rich appointments.

She wanted to see it all, and succeeded, 
as usual, opening the door of the, Captain's 
reow, where he was entertaining his friends, as 
nonchalantly as she framed her pretty facg in 
the round windows of the ollcers quarters. 

She took possession of the main: saloon, sur- 
veyed the steward’s domain with comprehen- 
sive and searching glancos, lounged in the cush- 
ions and enjoyed the mirrors of the drawing 
room, rested ker elbowé on the writing desks in 
the library, and made herself at home in the 
staterooms. She made the sh!p for all practical 
purposes hers, She paid awply for, this atten- 
tion by pratsng everthing on board. 

Six thousand tickets had been issued for yes- 
terday’s ‘reception. Nearly all of them were 
used. The ship willbe open for visitors again 
to-morrow. She will sail at9 o'clock Saturday 
morning, as the receptions do not interfere with 
loading the cargo. 





STOKES AND READ IN BAD TEMPER. 


Showed Hatred of Each Other at the Hear- 
ing Over the Far Rockaway Property. 


The reference in the case of Cassius H. Read 
against Edward S. Stokes for the reconveyance 
of property at Far Rockaway valued at $600,- 
000, which Mr. Stokes now holds, was continued 
yesterday before L. A. Fuller, the referee.

“I think not,” Mr. Read answered. 

The referce decided that the best way to tell 
was to refer to the books, but Lawyer Peshal, 
Mr. Read’s counsel. said very empbaticailly, 
“ We »xpect to prove the absolute fraudulency 
and falsity of those booka.”’ 

Lawyer Adams susked if Mr. Read wae sure he 
had ever indorsed any of the checks amounting 
to $1,200,000 of the Hoffman House business. 
Lawyer Peshal answered that he would bring 
the checks to-day and prove with them that 
Mr. Kead had indorsed fully one-third of them. 

At this Mr. Stokes became qnite excited and 
said sneeringly: “ Ob, you'll bring them here, 
will you?”’ 

Mr. Read lost his temper and scored Mr. 
Stokes’s way of doing business with the aid of 
“poveral harsh epithets. He admitted that he 
had interested bimeelf in outeide ventures dur- 
ing the co-partnership in direct violatien of his 
agreement. 

Mr. Read was asked if he had not mortgaged 
eowe of his property to puy off a former judg- 
ment against hin. © ausewereid, “I mortgaged 
& creat deal of property in order to raise money 
for Stokes to speculate with.” At this answer 
Mr. Stokes smiled

Wilson Barrett, the actor, sat in his room in 
the Westminster Hotel, holding inone hend a 
large cabinet photograph of himself as Othello, 
when a NgEw-Yor«K Times reporter asked him 
what feature of the naval parade had moat im- 
prossed him.

“T have not visited the war ships,’’ Mr. Bar- 
rett continued, “ but I stood near the City Hall 
last Friday when the parade went by, and I got 
a fine view ofitall It was beautifal, unique, 
and inspiring to see them and to listen to the 
shouts the people gave as the men from the dit- 
ferent nations passed. 

“When the men from the Blake passed me 
they were given as generous applause as the 
Yankee tars,andit made me feel more than 
ever that England and Amorioca are one. 

“It was the same when the Russians came, 
and the Russians, were given no warmer wel- 
como than were the Germans or tho Italians. It 
was magnificent. It was glorious.” 

“How do you think the naval parade will im- 
presa the English people at home?” 

“I think it will pleage them and will awaken 
an interest in America, inthe American Navy, 
and in American affairs generally. The court- 
eous treatment of Admiral Hopkins by Admiral 
Gherardi, and the manifest spirit which has 
been sliown by all representatives of the Ameri- 
can Government toward the Governments of 
the European nations, will be appreciated for ita 
full value in England, 

“There was one fact I noticed on the day of 
the land parade which struck me forcibly. Some 
of the bands played ‘ America’ as they marched 
past the City Hall steps where the officers of 
the different navies stood grouped together. 
It seems, of course, natural that a band on such 
@®D occasion should play a national air. But 
‘America’ ig 60 mucn like ‘God Save the 
Queen’ that it might have passed for the 
national air of England, rendered out of court- 
easy to her Majesty’s representatives who were 
participating in the parade. 

“And not only this, but there is ao Gorman air 
which, though not the national air of Germany, 
often accompanies a patriotic German song, 
and one who was not a wusical expert might 
well have thought that the Americans were 
doing honor to the Ew peror’s men. 

“IT was impressed by thinking as the bands 
went by that the spirit which the nations have 
toward the United States is such that it was 
fitting that the national air of America should 
should be the national air of the others.

“Undoubtedly it will There is great interest 
there now, though to the American visitor it 
may not seem apparent. The English are not 
the travelers that the americans are, They are 
notas quick or as enthusiastic. They do not 
turn to this country as the American turns to- 
ward Europe. You are the new, the quick, the 
active. They are the old, the settied, and the 
conservative. But they are interested in the 
fair and in whatever else interests you, and 
they are coming to see the fair, 

“But,” said Mr. Barrett, asif a new thought 
had struck him, ‘those fair grounds are large 
—very large. I went through them on my visit 
to Chicago, and was much impressed by the 
size of the ‘white oity’ which has grown up 
there within two years. Itis rightly called a 
city. 1t is not to Europe that Chicago must 
look for the erowds, for if all the ocean vessels 
that ply regularly between New-York City and 
European ports were to come back each trip 
loaded to their full capacity, and all who came 
were to go directly to the fair, they would not 
make much of a crowd in the great World’s 
Fair grounds. A)l the shiploads which could 
be brought all by the transatlantic vessels could 
be taken caro of in that gteat ‘ white city’ with- 
out crowding.”

Receiving No Aid from Mr. Weeks, Who

R. W. G. Welling, assignee of F. H. Weoks, 
Was busy all day yesterday with the accounts 
turned in te him last Monday. He did not have 
the assistance of the man who knows most 
about the assets and liabilities, for Mr. Weekes 
has not called upon the assiguce since he turned 
his books over to him. 

None of the friends of the assignor knew much 
about his, whereabouts yesterday. They said 
that he was greatly prostrated by his failure 
and probably was unable to look after hia af- 
fairs. They generally supposed that he had 
gone to his Long Ieland Summer home. 

So far as oan be learned the assignee has no 
easy task before him. A good many of Mr. 
Weeke’s debtors have made prompt settlement 
of claims against them, but his affairs xre 
badly mixed, and nobody yet knows anything 
detinite as to the extent of his assets and lia- 
bilities. As THE Nu w-YorK Tres has told, 
the failure promises to be ao very bad one, with 
the complications to be expected where s0 
mauy interests are involved. 

The investigation of the condition of the ex- 
tremely successful Land and River Improve- 
ment Company of West Superior, from whose 
management Mr. Weeks was retired on Mon- 
day, is still going on. It will probably require 
several days more to finish it.

VAN HORNE TRIES 1) SCOLD 


HOW THE OANADIAN PAOIFIO’S 
MAN REGARDS ORITIOISM. 





He Says It Is an Impertinent Interference 
with the Affairs of the Stockholders and 
the Management — Established Facts 
Characterized “Blackmail” 
“*Lies”—Some Comments of the 
Edward Blake on the Financial 
agement of the Canadian Pacific.

In THe New-York Times of Monday, April 
24,0 dispatch from Montreal was printed in 
which certain peculiar financial methods of the 
Canadian Pacific Railroad were set forth and 
commented upon at some length. Amongother 
things it was stated that the road proposed to 
issue preferential stock in order to guarantee 
dividends to the ordinary shareholders; that 
there was on alarming decrease in the earnings 
of the line, that the company was in tho habit 
of reporting the proceeds of land sales as earn- 
ings, and that, in spite of allthe Government 
aid which it has received, it was atill crying for 
more. 

President Van Hernsa of the Canadian Paciilc 
evidently read THE TiMzs’s dispatch with some 
interest, and proceeded with all possible specd 
to lose his temper over the statements made 
therein. He gave vent to his spleen in an inter- 
view published in the Montreal Daily Witness. 
He scolds vigorously because somebody has 
ventured to criticise his methods of financing 
and of managing a great railway corporation, 
and makes the very foolish assertion that the 
story was a pack of falschoods from beginning 
toend, and that it was originally written for 
purposes of blackmail and published for stook- 
jobbing purposes. 

All this is very silly, and probably nob ody ap- 
preociates that fact now better than Mr. Van 
Horne himself. His charges are quite unworthy 
of more than passing notice. He evidently has 
not learned as yet to bear just criticism with a 
chastened spirit. All the money thet Mr. Van 
Horne could have raised by the sale of prefer- 
ential stock or otherwise would not hare sup- 
pressed the article, because it is the duty of 
THE NEW-YORK TIMES te keop its readers in- 
formod of the proceedings of the great Canadian 
railway, which was, built and endowed for the 
purpose of monopolizing the transcontinental 
and Asiatic trade. Mr. Van Horne states very 
frankly that he does not think the affairs of the 
Canadian Pacific are the business of anybody 
except the stockholders and the management, 

Whatisitthat Mr. Van Horne characterizes 
as “lies’’? Hie does not deny that the money— 
or at least a large portion of it—which he pro- 
poses to raiso by the sale of preferential stook 
is to be used to create afund from which divi- 
dends upon all the company’s stock are to be 
paid. The propriety of paying dividends out of 
capital or mortgaging the railroad to raise 
dividend money is certainly a fit subject for 


public disoussion. The Canadian Pacific’s Pres- 
ident denies that the receipts from sales of 
lands owned by the company are treated as 
moueys earned by the railway. The statement 
that they were so treated was given in THE 
TIMES a8 @rumor or @ report sbout which no 
definite information could be obtained. It was 
not vouched for, although based upon disinter- 
ested statements. The same thing applies to 
the rumor about the charging of telegrams sent 
upon railway service. 

Mr. Van Horne admits that there is founda- 
tion for the allegation that material trans- 
ported over the line in counection with con- 
struction and repairs is treated as freight 
carried. He pretends that the company pub- 
lishes its traiiic returns every week. Thatisa 
misleading statement. Until a few months ago 
the Canadian Pacifioc’s traific returns were pub- 
lished every week, but the practice was stopped 
at the beginuing vf the present year. 

Mr. Van Horne has evidently heard that 
famous remark of the lato Mr. Wilifam M. 
Tweed’s, once a well-known citizen of this town, 
“What are you going to do aboutit?’’ for he 
adopts this and the “ none-of-your- business” ar- 
gument as his defense. He contends that it is of 
no voncern to THE New-York TIMes whether 
his company Means to continue to pay divi- 
dends out of capital or not. “ The fact is,” says 
Mr.-Horne, * the ordinary public does not know 
the difiereneo between preferential stock and 
debenture stock—major obligations and minor 
obligations.” 

If this is a fact, thon itis time that somebody 
enlighiened the public. Mr. Van Horne asks: 
“Who owns the company! Tit TIMbs or the 
shareholders? If the shareholders determine 
to take a certain gourse, how dues it come to be 
the buainess of THe Timks or anybody else?” 
Paying dividends out of capital is not looked 
upen as legitimmate fnanciug, as Mr. Van Horpe 
very Wellknows. He might just as well argue 
that aanaen f but the shareholders of the Bank 
of Montreal would have arighsto find fauit if 


the Directors of that institution undertook to | 


pay dividends out of ite capital. But syet the 
Canadian Banking act declares very positively 
that that sort of banking is illegal, and the 
bank officers who resorted to this method of 
keeping up the price of stocks would run a very 
good risk of being sent to prison. Thereisa 
poco yA old saying that ‘‘ whatis sauce for the 
goose js sauce for the gander.” 

Ton years ago the Canadian Pacific Company 
deposited $14,000,000 of its capital with the 
Government of Cauada to secure the payment 
of unearned dividends uponitestock. The Hon. 
Edward Blake proved in Parliament that the 
company had, prior to 1885, devoted the whole 
of its capital, that is, every dollar realized from 
the sale of stock, to the payment of dividends, 
and securing the payment of future dividends, 
although the railway was not up to that time 
completed or earning anything. 

“If you include the September (1885) and 
February (1886) dividends,” said Mr. Blake, 
‘there will have been paid and provided for 
dividends of $24,875,000, or asum é6qual to the 
whole amount realized from the sale of the

SOME DAZZLING PIOTURES. 





Two French and Two American Painters 
of Sunlight. 


The American Art Galleries, 6 East Twenty- 
third Street, have a large collection of paintings 
and pastels by four artists, two Frenchmen, 
two Americans, who are devotees of the Iatest 
effort to give the impression either of sunlight 
in the open, or of the brightest diffused light 
when the sun is obscured. 

One is the famous standard boarer of Frenoh 
pleinatristes, M. Claude Monet, to whose modest 
home at Giverny many American artists have 
been fiocking; the second is noother than Panl 
Albert Besnard (pronounced Baynar) who is 
much more thought of in Paris than Monet, 
perhaps, because his pictures have more inel- 
dent and dramatic point; the other two are 
Messrs. J. Alden Weir (who has for years 
painted in the pleinairistes fashion) and Jobn 
H. Twachtman, who preserves more of the 
quality by which ten years ago the Im pression- 
ists, now out of date, were recognized. 

The remarkable pictures by these four artists, 
which are now brilliant with color beyond the 
Wildest dreams of Delacroix, now delicate as 
the petal of a Madame Cuisine rose, are accom- 
panied by an exhibit of rare Chinese porcelains 
belonging to Capt. FP. Brinvokley of Tokio, Japan, 
a British naval officer who has been a col- 
lector of bric-a-brac and an editor in Japan for 
Inany years. The late Edward Gerry, disposed 
of one collection made by Capt. Brinekley, com- 
posed largely of Japanese pottery and porce- 
lains, but the present contains far more costly 
- = Pieces. on will be sold at auction on

9 and 10. y dnesday, May 

The pictures by Frenchmen and Americans 
are in part loans, in part for private sale; space 
for only a rapid survey can be had to-day. 
Among the Besnards one of the liveliest is 
“Unbridled,” a 
water and throwing the spray as he rises to 
dash his hoofs down again. The sunset has 
turned sky and water a raspberry red, and a 
headland in the background which is in shadow 
is full of mauves and dark blucs. One of his 
best is “ Friends,” interior of stable at night, 
the hostler setting down a pail of water and 
casting the light of a big lantern on a blanketed 
horse, which turns its head to look at the man. 
The straw of tiie beast’s bed turns pale gold in 
the light, but everything else is subdued. This 
exception to the out-of-doors pictures is well 
worth examining. 

The rest of the dozen Besnards are chiefly 
womenin half length, very bold in coloring, 
but strong works of art “A Goiden Hour” is 
rather hot and unnaturalin the flesh painting, 
but another head and bust, “ Idyll,” is a most 
exquisite piece of flesh painting—face, neck, 
bosom, arms, andhands. [tis the portrait of a 
fresh-colored, red-golden-haired woman of ao 
Hollaudish type. The Sesnards form the 
point of the show, because the painter is 
hurdly Known in Amorica except by repute, 
while the works of Monet are by no means rare, 
especially in New-York. 

It is true, however, that we have never had 
Monet paintings of so high a quality ag many of 
the fifteen specimens now exhibited. Here is 
his own garden and queer home, made of two 
houses of different sizes bumped together at 
the top of a flight of stone steps, and various 
terraces, covered with sunflowers and other 
brilliant blossoms. As a painting, ‘* Monet’s 
Garden” is not among the best, however. High 
charm is seen in * Early Morning,” with pale 
pinks on horizon and tleld, and dark reds in the 
haystack where the shadow is strongest. The 
finest of all is “The Frost at Sunrise,’ another 
haystack, with farmhouses dimly felt in the 
glittering, vaporous air, full of rosy vibrations. 

The pastels by Mr. Twachtman are delicate, 
charming things, and his snowy landseapes are 
too well known in current exhibitions to require 
a further setting forth of their reserve and love- 
liness. The exhibit of etchings by Mr. Alden 
Weir is the largest and best ever made, showing 
him a master in the art such as rarely is found. 
His paintings are twenty-two in number and 
show that he is rapidly learning to work under 
the new conditions for out-of-doors effeets. He 
does not yet achieve strong sunlight, buta hazy, 
soft sunshine. His work is less even than 
Twachtman's, bat shows more discontent and 
effort toachieve greater things. Very curious 
and not a little instructive is the comparison 
between his oils, which often suggest pastel 
work, and those of Monet and Bosaard. 

Some of Besnard'’s heads make one think of 
pastel; but in no case does a Monet picture look 
other than a painting in oils. Besnard is some- 
times a trifle vulgar, as in “* An Oriental Peari,” 
—vulgar in color and handling, pot in sub- 
qaet But Monet is never vulgar, although he 

soften crude and is liable at times to paint 
flat, omitting to make his backgrounds recede. 
One of the most perfect things by him is a river 
view with a glimpse of Rouen in the distance, 
| dated 1872! It belongs to his gray period and 

makes one think of Corot. Query: Has he 
ever painted since anything which is more

THE FORT GEORGE PARK BILL 


IT HAD TO BE SNEAKED THROUGH 
TO BE PASSED, 





Had It Been Introduced In the Regular 
Way and Printed It Would Have Died 
a Violent Death—Its Title Was Mislead- 
ing and There Was No Reason to Doubt 
Its Propriety—How Many Others of the 
Same Kind Were Sneaked Through ?~ 
Journals Kept from Reporters. 


ALBANY, May 3.—The discovery by Mayor Gil- 
roy of the Fort George Park bill, charactorized 
as a ‘‘ two-million-dollar steal,”’ which had been 
sneaked through the Legislature during the 
final days of the session, is but another of the

the bill would favor the speculators. 

Had the bill been introduced in the regular 
way and printed there is no question but that it 
would have been battered to death. The only 
Way to have passed: it was to sneak it through, 
and that was done. ‘

Ster will declare he was deceived. He may even 
€0 80 far to prove his innocence as to say he did 
not even read it, as hia time during the closing 


days was so ocoupied in wateht legislation.

WHAT COL. WEBSTER SAYS. 


Understood the Real Estate Bill Was Aps 
proved by City Officials. 


Col. Webster, Chairman of the Cities Commit 
tee, Was seen yesterday by a NEW-YORK Times 
Teporter. When asked about the Fort George 
Park and the Dock pilis, he said: 

“ Of the full text and purport of the Dock bill 
I know no more thanthe man in the moon. I 
left the arrangement of the bill entirely to the 
city authorities. Mr. Charles Blandy, Assistant 
Counsel to the Corporation, drew the amend 
ments, and I introduced them exactiy as given 
tome. I know absolutely nothing concerning 
the substitution of the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment for the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund, which was spoken of by the 
Mayor. 

“The Real Estate bill was handed tome by 
the Corporation Counsel, and I introduced :t, 
understanding that it was a bill approved by 
the city authorities and needed in connection 
with the driveway. The bill was putin by me, 
one day before the: Legislature adjourned, sad 
it was pushed through, as I was informed that 
it was urgent. It went to the Senate and 
passed. The first objection I have heard or resd 
Woes that published in to-dsy’s NEw-YoRE 
TIMES, ' 

“*T receive all bills.relating to city affairs from 
the authorities here, assuming that they are in © 


the form that they desire them. In no instaace 

have I made changes or amendments to this or. 
any other city bill which have been prompted 

by my own judgment. 

“itis trae that I have for several years be- 
lieved that the city ought te own that part of 
the bluff along the Harlem River which is now 
private property, and convert it into pablico 
parks. Now that the driveway is to be a& 
the foot of the biuff, I consider itall the more 
necessary. The land is totally unfit for building 
purposes, and it is certainly’ one of the most 
en and picturesque spots on Manhattan 

sland. : 

“While I hold these views very strongly, © 
wish it to be distinctly understood that!I know 
of no person interested in the selling of this lan 
to the city to the amountof 5 cents, nor am 
aware of any real estate scheme or speculation 
cennected with that bill. The measure was in- 
troduced by meinthe firm belief that it. was 
good and had the full approval of the authori- 
ties. 

“I[take no responsibility on city Dilla 
never did. If tley want any amendment 
never object. Itmay bethat I wasin a& meas- 
ure deceived as to the urgency of this Dill om 
account of my long desire for a park at this 
apes. butift-solIhaveno idea who is respou- 
sible. 

““[ have never hada bill vetoed, and every 
one of my bills that has been passed, with one 
exception, related to city affairs. That was @ 
bill handed me by the State Controller, calling 
for a report for all exempted property. It 
passed both houses, and I think it has bheon 
signed. 

** All my time this session was taken up with 
city bills, of which 1 introduced about forty 
and passed about thirty. In consequences of 
this I had to abandon good Dills reiating to 
common-law marriages and the probate of 
wills, [alsq devoted much tims to opposing a 
number of city bills which the authorities did 
not desire, such as those providing imeroased 
pay for policemen, firemen, and street clsaners. 

“A delegation of citizens headed by a college 
professor, whose nawe I cannot give, called om 
mine this morning to protest against the veto ou 
this bill for acquiring the Harlem bDiluif, and 
said it was one of the bost schemes ever pus 
forward ror New-York City. ‘ 

“There is nothing mandatory about the Dill 
It does net compel the city to buy the land. Is 
merely givea it the option. I think it will be 
& wost unfortunate thing ifthe bill should be 
vetoed.” : 

Senator Jacob A. Cantor said yesterday: 

‘*T assume that tae records of tle Legislature 
will show when the amendment complained of in 
the Dock bill was incorporated. Knowing tha 
two boards, and these who compose them, I am 
luth to believe that there was any sinister mo- 
tive in substituting the Board of Estimate and 
Apportionment for the Commissioners of the 
Sinking Fund. It interferes, of couree, with 
the weneral system upon which the Sinking 
Fund Commission was created, aud I do no% de- 
fend any such change. 

“My duties as Chairman of the Finanes Com- 
mittee and my illness for two Weeks daring the 
busiest days af the session mado it impossiie 
tor me to give that close attention to city logis- 
lation which it deserved. therefore — cannot 
give any cefingte information on the sabject. 

“ Hitherto the Dook Devartwent was the only 
one absolutely divorced frum the other’ depart 
ments of the city. It was the intention of the 
bill to bring the Doox Deparimant into the 
tinancial management of the city, aud 't wouid 
be a creat pity if the biil should not become law. 
“The Mayor may mot have been netitied of Tha 
change. The death of Senator biagen, perhaps, 
las been the cause of stich clege ultention nos 
being paid to oity affairs as might havo been, 
but [ fee! certain the recorés will show that tbe 
aroendment hus been constitutionally made. 
“The withdrawal of the control from the 
Sinking Fund is a Gepariure trem the system, 
but is cannot affeot matters sericusiy borause 
one bord oan be as Well depended upon as the 
other.” 

Asaiatent Corporation Counsel Charles Mandy 
yeaterday admitted Jsaying vivon the bart Pure 
ouage Dill to Col. George P. Webster, snd also 
stated that Col. Webater gave {it tobim.

VERY NEARLY A PANIO ON THE 
NEW-YORK 8TOOK EXOHANGE. 





A General Collapse in the Prices of In- 
dustrial Stocks—Only One )Failure and 
that Unimportant—Unfounded Ramors 
Concerning Financial Firms and Insti- 
tutions—Lake Shore’s Annual Showing— 
How the Obligation to Pay Interest on 
Reading Preferences Is Overcome. 


Nrw-Yor«e ‘ 
WepNespay, May 3—P. M 
The nearest approach toa panic which 
the Stock Exchange has witnessed since 
1884 occurred to-day. The excitement, 
however, was confined to the industrial 
group. The railways, of course, suffered in 
sympathy with the collapse in the spe- 
cialties, but only to a comparatively slight 
extent. The lowest prices were made in 
the final ten minutes, but’ some of the 
stocks which suffered the greatest depres- 
sion rallied from % to 31g points before the 
close, The heaviest losses in railway stocks 
were: Rock Island, 3; Burlington, 244; St. 
| Paul and Atchison, each 15, and Reading, 
13g. Manhattan sold at 13449, a decline of 
51, points. 
The excitement centred in the industrials 
and it was so great that “‘panic” is the 
only word to describe it. The morning had 
been comparatively quiet, but by noon a 
free selling movement set in. Its full ferce, 
however, was not felt until after 2 o’clock, 
when quotations frequently declined more 
than a point between sales, This was par- 
ticularly the case in National Cordage. 
The fuil extent of the break can be seen to 
advantage in the following table: 
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The above figures represent the decline 
at its full extent. the net losses for the 
day will be found farther on in this‘Feport. 
There were all kinds of reports current 
affecting the stability of financial institu- 
tions and firms, but none of them was con- 
firmed. In fact, one of them relating to a 
bank was promptly disproved by an ex- 
amination by the manager of the Clearing 
House made on the invitation of the Di- 
rectors. That there was only one failure 
on the Stock Exchange, and that of a room 
trader, was somewhat remarkable in view 
of the sharp break, and it speaks well for 
the stability of the membership. It was 
distinctly not a rich man’s panic, for those 
who have been prominent in the manipula- 
tion of the industrial stocks unloaded some 
weeks ago and have been quietly awaiting 
events. They stood from under when they 
were giving out bull points on their spe- 
“cialties, and it is their duped followers 
who were hit to-day. 

The reason of to-day’s collapse is not diffl- 
eult to trace. Back of it allis the uncer- 
tainty concerning the currency of the Na- 

tion. This has caused men of money and 
financial institutions to put their houses in 
order against all possible trouble, and the 
operation has compelled liquidation. Loans 
based on doubtful collateral have been 
called, and people unable to respond have 
been forced to throw their stocks on the 
market. This started the downward move- 
ment and the exhaustion of narrow margius 
and the reaching of stoporders brought the 
collapse. At bottom prices buying orders 
were executed to-day for men of wealth 
whe have been absent from the Street fora 
long while, the occasion of such breaks 
being their opportunity to pick up bargains. 

The annual report of the Lake Shore and 
Michigan Southern Railway issued to-day 
made about the showing expected. The 
gross earnings increased $983,000, practi- 
cally all from freight, but the operating 
expenses absorbed about $200,000 more 
than the gain, and the net decreased corre- 
spondingly. It is stated that $1,166,512 
was expended for improvements charge- 
able to capital account. This included 71 
miles of double track, additional side 
tracks, heavier bridges, &c. It is further 
stated that the additional equipment ac- 
quired on account of the World’s Fair is 
carried in a separate open account, to be 
adjusted during the current year. The net 
bonded debt was reduced $250,000 by the 
operation of the sinking fund, but the 
amount of Lake Shore first mortgage 7s has 
really been increased during the year by 
about $300,000, as $550,000 of Cleveland, 
Painesville and Ashtabula first 7s were due 
end paid off on Oct. L. 

The official promulgation of the Reading 
reorganization plan is awaited with much 
interest. From the sketch of it which has 
been given out it would seem that any obli- 
gation to pay interest on the preference 
bonds has been guarded against most skill- 
fully. According to the terms of the prefer- 
ence bonds no obligation of later date can 
be created the interest on which shall have 
precedence over theirs. To obviate this 
the new $30,000,000 loan is made a collat- 
eral loan, and the interest from the collat- 
erals is to be applied to the payment of the 
interest on the new loan. In orderto make 
sure that the amount so received shall be 
sufficient a new coal company is to be or- 
ganized, which is to do the work now per- 
formed by the Finance Company of Penn- 
sylvania. The stock of this new company 
is to be placed in the collateral back of the 
proposed loan, and dividends on it areto be 
declared to an amount suflicient to make 
up any deficiency in the interest to be paid 
on the collateral trust mortgage. Of cotrse 
this would diminish the earnings-of the 
Coal and Iron Company proper, but the 
Reading Company will make up any losses 
there, and the amount will be charged to 
increased cost in operation. The expendi- 
ture will not appear in the shape of an in- 
terest charge, and therefore the provision 
in the preference mortgage will not be 

violated.

IMPORTANT READING CONFERENCE. 


PHILADELPAIA, May 3.—It was announced this 
afternoon that Speyer & Co. of New-York have

' GEN. MMAHON WANTS A OOM- 
' MISSION TO SIFT THEM OUT. 


Indorses the Resolutions of Farnham Post, 
G. A. R.—Says that at Least One-Third 
‘of the Pensioners Should Be Cut Of— 
Fifty Millions a Year Might Be Saved 
to the People, He Thinks, by Uncover- 
ing the EKascalities of Bogus Applicants 
—Specific Instances Cited. 


-. The fight that has been started by Noah L 
Farnham Post for the reform of the pension 
Jaws,” said Gen. Martin T. McMahon yesterday, 
“isa fight that will be continued, within the 
Grand Army and outside, at State encamp- 
ments, at national encampments, end in Con- 
gress, until it has won.” 

Gen. McMahon is a member of*George Wash- 
ington Post, which indorsed the resolutions 
‘adopted by Farnham Post. In George Washing- 
ton Post are a number of veterans who intend 
to take a leading part in this movement. 

Gen. MoMahon’s record entitles him to speak 
tor the men who did real service in the war. 
He was a volunteer in 1861, and with the rank 
of Captain he became aide de camp to Gen. 
George B. MoClelian. In 1862 he was appointed 
Adjutant General and obief of staff of the 
Sixth Corps of the Army of the Potomac, under 
Gen. William B. Franklin. He served also 
, With Gen. John Sedgwick and Gen. Horatio G. 
Wright. His gallantry and devotion to duty 
avon him brevets as Brigadier General, and, in 
March, 1865, as Major General of volunteers. 
He was conspicuously a soldier for the war, 
his service dating from the outbreak of hos- 
tilities until the last gun had been fired. 

Since the war he has warmly championed the 
interests of the veterans, andin Grand Army 
affairs he has always been highly esteemed for 
his active and earnest interest in behalf of the 
men who did the fighting. 

For bogus soldiers he has never had use. He 
‘was President of the Sqeiéty of the Army of 
the Potomac in 1886 and 1887. 

In civil life he has also acquitted himself well. 
He served as Corporation Attorney for this city 
in 1866 and 1867, and in 1868 and 1869 he was 
Minister to Paraguay. He became Receiver of 
Taxes in 1872, holding this office until 1885, 


when he a accept the appointment of 
United States hal of the Southern District 
of New-York. After his-retirement from that 
oilice he served in the State Senate. 

“lTundertake to say,” Gen. MoMahon went 
on, “ that at least one-third of the present pen- 
sion roll 18 fraudulent That is a moderate 
estimate. The claims against which just com- 
plaint is made are based on flat perjury. Under 
the present law deserters, bounty jumpers, and 
claim agents get Money that ougbt to go to de- 
serving soldiers, if so much money is to be ex- 
pended, in any event.” 

“Has there been any talk of disciplining 
George Washington Post because of its in- 


@ dorsement of the resolutions of Farnham 


Postt” 

“Of course not No one has any power to 
discipline us for giving an indorsement of what 
somebody elee may’have done. Farnham Post 
undoubtedly madea mistake in issuing these 
resolutions without first submitting them to 
the Department Commander. The regulation 
of the Grand Army in that respectis an entirely 
proper one. I think Farnham Post also went 
wo far in declaring that pensions ought to be 
paid only to disabled veterans. There are many 
veterans deserving of pensions who were not 
Dadly disabled in the war and whose claims are 
in no seuse fraudulent, but entirely legitimate. 
Washington Post gave its indorsement to what 
Farnham Post did because it believes in re- 
forming the pension laws andin putting a stop 
to fraud. 

“| can give you an instance that came recent- 
ly within my notice of the methods that are per- 
missibie under the present system. Not long 
eco a claim agent came to me with an altiduvit 
which he wished me to sign on behalf of a client 
or 

“ The client had sworn in his affidavit that he 
‘was struck by a shell on the field and knocked 
down, with his head cut open. In spite of this 
wound he refused to leave the field, put as soon 
as it could be bound he took up his colors again 
and remained through tue engagement. He 
said he was my color pearer and called me to 
witness the truth of thie statement. 

“WhenI had read through the affidavit I 
turned to the agent and asked: ‘Dd you really 
wean that I shall sign this i’ 

“* Yes, I would like to have your signature,’ 
he replied. ‘The man says that you remember 
the case and probably remember him, and that 
you could help him to get a pension.’ 

“*Oh, yos, lLremember the case and remem- 
ber the man very well indeed,’ I said to the 
agent. 

“The manwas assigned to duty as color 
Dearer with me. As soon as the engagement 
began he behaved in such a cowardly way tpat, 
as he says, he Was struck, but by the toe of my 
bootand not by a shel. He was shaking as 
violentiy as if he had anague. Every time a 
shell caine our way he ducked or fell to the 
ground, and went through all the performances 
of aman in most abject terror. 

***Stand up and attend to your business, you 
coward,’ I said to him. 

***I wieh I could,’ he answered, ‘but I really 
can’t heip it.’ ' 

“ Meau while the men standing near by were 
laughing at him and asking me how { liked my 
protege, now that I was under tire. That made 
“<A madder than ever, and when a shell came 
aiong and he tumbled to the ground to dodge it 
i gave him a lift with my boot, took the colores 
away from him, and ordered him to the rear. 

** For some time after that he hung around the 
Wagon train so asto keep out of danger, and 
made sotnuch of a nuisance of himself there 
that oue day the wagonmaster came to me and 
— if something could not be done to get rid 
of him. 

“*What!’ I exclaimed, ‘is that miserable 
cowardly cur stillhere! send him to his regi- 
yoent.’ 

“sow, would you believe that that man,” 
asked Gen. McMahon, in a tone of disgust, 
“has the audacity now to appiy for a pen- 
sion and to ask we to certify that he was dis- 
abled in battle by a shell thatstruck him?! If 
he has to depend upon my heip to get a pension, 
he will never have one. Yet, [dare say that he 

8 nO worse than the average of mén whe have 

een able to get their names on the pension list 
under the new law. 

**There are @ great many things in this law 
which invite and encourage fraud,” Gen. Mo- 
Mabon continued. “It would naturally be sup- 
posed that the pension list would decrease 
thirty years after the war. I don’t think it’s 
stretching the fact at all to say that the present 
list and the list of applicants for pensions ex- 
eced the total number of persons engaged in 
service on the Union side. We ail believe in 
caring for the soldiers and in doing everything 

ssible to relieve them of genuine hardship, 
ut when the door is thrown open to an army 

of tramps and hangers-on and people who 
never dreamed of doing any service, it is time 
that the law wae radically changed. 

* So long as the pension law encourages fraud 
upon the Government so long will devices be 
tried toadd to the appropriations. It was 
said when this law was proposed that it would 
not cost the Government wore than $40,000,- 
ovo. I predicted at tie time that it would 
wmountto more than $200,000M00. Already 
it has nearly reached the sum of $500,000,00vU, 
Is there auy reason why the country should be 
Dankrupted by the cunning of the pension 
sharks and the avarice and perjury of as die- 
reputable alot of scoundrels as ever walked 
the plank ! 

‘Decisions under this law have shown that 
deserters may be entitied to pensions, At our 
last encampment I tried to commit the Grand 
Army against this proposition. I offered a reso- 
lution reciting that the pension ro)l was a roll 
of honor; that it was not intended for the bene- 
tit of deserters or bounty jumpers or claim 
agents, and that if it operated in favor of any 
or all of those classes that fact ought to be 
brought to the attention of Congress and the 
law ought to be reformed so as to shut them 
out. This resolution was y aeory by Mr. Bus- 
sey, Assistant Secretary of the Interior, by 
‘whose decision deserters had been allowed to 
put their names on the pension rolls. 

‘The Grand Army of the Kepublic has stood 
well,unditisto be hoped that at thie time it 
may not lose ite reputation as a body actuated 
in respect to national matters by loyal and un- 
selfish impulses. It cannot be said that the out- 
look in this respectie as encouraging as true 6ol- 
diere might hope. People who make a living by 
pension laws or who are largely their beneficl- 
aries or who have directly or indirectly a selfish 
interest in pension appropriations are une people 
who make it a business to attend all meetings 
of posts and encampments, State and National. 

“On the other hand, men who are earning 
their living in legitimate oceupations are not 
slways able to leave business 40 attend to mat- 
ters of this kind. The resalt is that at many 
meet: and atsome encampments the major- 
ity is made up of those who are interested in a 
sontinuance of the present laws. If that ele- 
ment is to dominate the Grand Army it will not 
be very long before many good men who did 
Drave service for their country and who joined 
tne Grand Army to perpetuate the memories 
and associations of the war and not to fill their 
own pockets will find some other form of or- 
gauization better autted to their ideas. 

“ T could tell you many instances of the abuse 
of'these laws,” Gen. McoMahen went on. “ They 
eome under my motiee ireguently. One effect 
has been to ensvur young girls to marry 
Yeterane with.one foot iu the grave, expecting 
tc be rewarded therefor by « pension for the re- 
mainder of their lives. . 

** L remember tige case of a man who had onsen 
kept et the home mt Dayton for about ten years. 

He received axcelient attention there, and re-

THE OVERTURES FOR REVISION. 


No Immediate Danger of the Old Con- 
fession Being Discarded. 





There are about 220 Preabyteries on the roll 
of the Presbyterian Church, of which 144, or 
two-thirds of the whole, are required to carry 
a single one of the twenty-eight overtures look- 
ing to a revision of the Westminster Confession 
of Faith. 

Of this number, 108 approve the overtures 
sent down for their consideration by the last 
General Assembly of the Presbyterian Church. 
Of the remainder, as thus far heard from, there 
are 22 which decline to vote upon the over 
tures, mainly because of the alleged uncon- 
stitutionality of the movement. The Presby- 
teries thus far voting directly against the re- 
visien are 57 in number. 

Included in the thirty-four Presbyteries yot 
to be heard from, there are seventeen foreign 
Presbyteries,which are expected to vote against 
the overtures, if they vote at all Thus it is 
thought that the total number of Presabyteries 
favoring the revision now before the Presby- 
terian Church will not exceed 120 in all, or a 
little less than three-fifths of the whole number 
of these bodies. 

Though there are just fifty Presbyteries on 
record this year as in favor of a new creed, 
many, if not most of these, wish such a creed 


for devotional purposes and not in any sense as 
& substitute for the present Confession of Faith. 
lt is easy, therefore, to see that the old Confes- 
sion isin no immediate danger of being dis- 
carded.

For a long time the feeling has been quite general 
in our communion that the Scripture doctrine of 
election is overelavorated in Chapter 3 of the Con- 
fession, eptitied “Of God’s Bterval Decree.” by 
this is m@%nt that humana logic has beon applied to 
the consideration or analysis of a truth which in ite 
very nature is above the comprehensiun of men, and 
80 incapable of being explained by logical processes. 
In other words, the Coniession is wise above what is 
actualiy written in Scripture. 

Wuy shoula we, ithas been asked. inacreed de- 
signed to express the general faith of a great Church, 
go beyond Scripture in presenting ono of its most 
puzzling doctrines / 

‘The advocates of an entirely new creed statement 
are many, and their ranks contain some of the most 
zealous and gifted men in the Presbyterian Charch. 
One of their number recently wrote to me as follows: 
“I for one will haveno part in anew creed move- 
ment that does not start irom the adopuon of the 
present revision. We want to seoure the present 
ground and drive a stake.”’ 

In no proper senee can it be said that the Prespy- 
teriau Church desires to throw ovor her Calvinism. 
The present discussion has clearly reveaied the fact 
that the precise contrary is the case, and that many 
who appear to have an intense hatred of the term 
* Oalvinist” yet hold unwaveringly to the princi- 
ples which are the distinguishing feature of the Cal- 
vVinistio belief. I have had oocasion to remark to 
triends many times during the past two years that 
in my judgment no truer word has been uttered dur- 
ing the entire progress of the revision discussion 
than the following by the Rev. F. L. Patton, D, D., in 
his notable address in this city, Dec. 2%, 1889: 

“The Presbyterian Church intends to keep her 
Calvinism because she believes that Calvinism is 
true!” 

Notwithstanding the 1 40 to the revision 
overtures on account of the alleged irregularity in 
the composition of the Revision Commitice at >ara- 
toga in 1890, andfrom what has been termed tho 
“wild new creed movement,” about nine-fifteenths 
instead of the necessary ten-tifteenths of the 20 or 
2265 Presbyteries how on the roll of the Preslyterian 
Church seem to approve the revision more or less. 
Numbers of those vpposing the overtures are in evi- 
deut sympathy with a revision of the Confession, 
and therefore the estimate is probably within the 
truth that more than the constitutional two-thirds of 
the Presbyteries are in sympathy with a revision of 
the Presbyterian constitution that 6 put it 
abreast of the general preaching of the bouy tur the 
last half century or more. 

The cry fora new creed covers a variety of views 
in the Presbyter:an communion, as would doubtless 
instantly appear the moment such a policy were en- 
tered upon. It would be easier to revise the oid oue 
than to reconcile the widely divergent Opinions that 
are represented by the overiures lo the General As- 
sembly for a brief Scriptural or other style of orevad. 
Tomy mind revision of the old creed is possible, 
given that the Uhurch will once set out upon the 
task ina hearty manner; that is, by giving the task 
to friends of the Confession who are in reasonable 
sympathy with the movement and have the confi 
dence of the Presvyterios asking for the eliminatun 
ot what is so generally considered in this day as ex- 
tra-Scriptural. 

Andjust here I am reminded of the hopeful utter- 
ance ou this subject which the Presbytery of New- 
York sent to the Revision Committee in 1891, which 
is in part as follows: 

“We are of the opinion that it [the proposed 
revision by the Assembly's committee; shows very 
clearly the possibility of revising our Confession of 
Faith without impairing in the least our system of 
doctrine, but rather in such &® Way us to support 
and defend it by making it plainer, stronger, and 
More Scriptural, and that suci a revision would not 
hinder, but advauce and prusper, the formativa of a 
new, short, and simpie creed, in oo-operation with 
other Keformed and Presbyterian Churches, accord- 
ing vo the desire expressed by the Presbytery of 
New-York two years ago.”’ 

The unfortunate part of the whole matter, in the 
‘view of many, ia that we have been so “spoiled” 
(CoL, ii., ®,) throngh the,** philosophy ”’ and the ** tra- 
dition of men” that it is not all who can realize fully 
the inconsistency of allowing the resplendent “gold, 
silver, and precious stones” of man’s logio to exist 
side by side with the positive statements of seript- 
mre in the foundation walls of the Presbyterian 
structure. ‘The “ wood, hay, and stubbic”’ will have to 
be removed before the Church will consent to giving 
the Westminster Confession of Faith a hearty re- 
indorsement in this practical age. 

It has Deen well said by a friend of the Confession 
and of a frank aud thorough revision of it that the 
“revision was too timid.” By this he intended 
simply to say that the Church was decidedly in ad- 
vance of her first committee on revision. That ao 
much was accomplished under the many adverse in- 
tiuences surrounding this firetattempt is a matter 
of unceasing wonder and amazement to my mina. 1t 
proves condlasively to me that witha committee in 
fuller sympathy with the majority 1n our communion 
we can, after all the experience of the pasttwo years 
and moro, revise the Confession (which we have a 
natural as wel! as a constitutional right to do) with 
comparative ease, and certainly the effort to put it 
in pulsating, living harmony with our preached be- 
lief would involve less risk of dissension and of pos- 
aible division than the attempt to prepare an entirely 
new statowent to take | a
